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COMMERCIAL RELATIONS WITH FRANCE. 


WE have been officially informed that it will not be until Monday 
next that the public will be in possession of the text of the treaty 
which has been concluded between France and this country: 
Enough, however, of its nature and objects has transpired to 
enable us to know that by the terms of the treaty we enter into a 
contract to reduce, or, perhaps, wholly to remit, our import duties 
on French manufactures, and especially on silks, wines, and 
brandies. On her part France undertakes to remove prohibitions, 
and, to a large extent, to reduce the duties imposed, on English 
manufactures, and coal and iron in particular. The abstract value 
of such an international system of barter few persons, we fancy, 
are bold enough to deny. But we hear in some quarters whence 
we should hardly expect and from others whence we might expect, 
criticism on the mode in which this new relation between the two 
countries has beefi brought out. Those who are still obstinate in 
their dissent from the principles of free trade sneer, as their 
manner is (they have long since ceased to argue), and in- 
sinuate an indifference to the interests of England in the 
arrangement, while Free-traders—pure and simple, as they call 
themselves, but whom we rather would designate as abstract 


diseiples of that creed—urge that there has been a departure from 
its doctrines. The answer to both classes of objections is, as we 
hold, the same, and in endeavouring to give that answer we do

nut propose to deal with the ground of their objections separately: 
if we prove our case against the dissenting Free-traders it will be 
found that we include the arguments of those who mutter protec- 




















tion as the only means of promoting the interests of this country. 
One of the first principles of free trade we take to be that it 
is self-acting, and does not require the assistance of specific 
bargains. The main moving element of the system is that if we 
give we receive as a necessary consequence. It is pretty generally 
comprehended now in this country that the more we import 
from abroad the better for our trade, and for the obtaining of 
articles which we could not reach in any other mode, and that we 
gain a proportionate power of production by ourselves of those 
articles which are more or less peculiar to our manufactures, and 
which we are capable of exporting in exchange for others. If the 
question is looked at from this point of view it will be seen that the 
reduction of our duties on the productions of another country is not 
to be argued as a favour to that country, but simply as a benefit to 
ourselves, in the increase of a trade the value of which is derived 
from the comforts and enjoyments which it multiplies amongst 
us. If in regulating our trade with any foreign country we 
demand contracts involving reciprocity we at once abandon the 
principles on which our commereial system is based. We believe, 
and have proved, those principles to be right and sound, and our 
only duty is to assert and act up to them. It is on the inevitable 
influence of those principles that we rely; and it is not for us t 
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be false to them because another nation timidly yields to them a 
half-acceptance. The existence of protective duties on the com. 
modities of any foreign nation must be held and admitted by us 
to be a deflection from our acknowledged system; and all 
lingering impediments to commercial intercourse we must be 
prepared from time to time to relinquish without waiting for 
corresponding action on the part of foreign countries. Of coarse 
if the foreigner is tempted by our liberality to relinquish his pro- 
hibitory or protective duties we shal] be so much p pe. 
but what we wish to impress, and to assert, is, that by the 
abolition of our restrictive duties we are absolute ga‘ners in the 
very teeth of protection abroad. : 

In an especial manner is this our position with reference to 
France. We have still a large number of articles which we 
import from France which are subject to duties which come under 
the designation of protective. Besides wines, brandies, and silks, 
there are some curious items of impost—curious, we mean, in 
relation to the amount of duty paid on them. The highest 
amount received on minor articles is from the duty on gloves, 
the next on artificial flowers, and the next on eggs. It may not, 
peshaps, be generally known that we import a considerable 
amount of sugar from France, testing it by the amount of duty 
paid on it. Now, if in the settlement of the terms of the com- 
mercial treaty we have dealt with these duties, it can only be 
considered as an act founded on the truest principles of 
free trade; for, according to our view of those prin 
ciples, there should never have been any- such duties at 
all, As to the objection that it is not in accordance with the 
rules of free trade to regulate our system of trade with another 
country by means of a commercial treaty, the answer is, that 
every country has its own machinery for the conduct and arrange- 
ments of its own affairs, whether legislative or commercial. It is, 
we believe, indispensable to the carrying out of measures of the 
kind which have been agreed on between the two countries that it 
should be submitted to the proper agencies for authorisation in 
France in the shape of a treaty, just as in England our fiscal plang 
are embodied in resolutions and bills which are laid before Parlia- 
ment. No tenable exception can, therefore, be taken to the pro- 
ceeding by way of treaty, in order that the formalities of the 
arrangement may be in accordance with the institutions of France. 

But the main argument which has been argued against the 
proposed treaty is, that it imposes on us the obligation of aban- 
doning duties which have been retained only because they were 
necessary to revenue, and that it implies the necessity of having 
recourse to other modes of taxation to supply the deficiency thus 
occasioned. When the question is considered from this point of 
view it is only necessary to remember that the treaty is hardly less 
political than commercial. Indeed, we might go further and con. 
tend that it is a great deal more political than commercial. Given 
the premise that it is desirable by every means to cement and pro- 
long an alliance with Fance, and the deduction is obvious. If we 
give up eome import duties which have hitherto been relied on for 
revenue the question resolves itself into one of policy. We must set 
against the advantages we derive from the imposts which we 
abolish the advantages which we expect to derive from a thorough, 
real alliance with France, founded as much, and more, on the 
interweaving of interests and the mutual interchange of knaw. 
ledge of men and things between the two nations as on the 
good will of Monarchs or the wisdom of Statesmen. 

We have endeavoured to show that, in the event of the imme- 
diate reduction of duties on articles imported from France, this 
country will be simply making a further step in the direction of 
that free trade on the broad principles on which our commercial 
eystem is now unequivocally based. We have pointed out that, 
in being true to those priuciples, notwithstanding any primary 
appearances to the contrary, this country can calculate on positive 
benefit from her more ready reception of commodities from foreign 
countries, even if there is not perfect reciprocity on the part of 
those countries. We believe it to be the duty of England to 
aesert, by its practical application, the truth of the doctrine of 
free trade, in the soundness of which, and in its capability of 
producing advantage even in the case of a one-sided adoption 
of it, the confidently relies, But when there is added to 
all this the direct gain of an alliance with France, such 
as has never yet existed, as the consequence of our throwingopen 
our ports to her articlesof export, the culminating point of the 
case has been reached, It only remains to consider whether, in 
the augmentation of our friendly intercourse with France and all 
its attendant benefits, we find compensation for the necossity of 
recurring to other sources of taxation in order to supply the 
deficiency in the revenue caused by the reduction or abolition of 
duties on French produce or manufactures. In weighing this 
part of the subject it must not be forgotten how complete is the 
guarantee given for the peace of the world by the perfect accord 
of France and England. Together, they are the arbiters and 
dictators of Europe. In their hands will lie the preservation of that 
tranquillity and order which this country must regard as the basis 
of her happiness and prosperity. In extended trade, in increasing 
manufacture, and the consequent demand for agricultural products 
and the employment of labour, we shall find an ample return for 
apy direct demand made on us for the monetary supplies of the 
State. Ina spirit derived from such considerations as we have 
here indicated we trust that the people of this country will 
eagaciously and thoughtfully deliberate on the great fiscal measures 
which are about to be submitted for their acceptance.

FRANCE, 
THE POPE AND THE EMPEROR. 

On Sunday the Univers contained the encyclical letter of the Pope, 
dated Jan. 19, addressed to all Patriarchs, Primates, Archbishops, 
Bishops, and others in communion with the Apostolic See, stating 
the motives of his refusal to accept the advice of the Emperor to 
give up the Romagna. The following is an extract :—“ We cannot 
abdicate the said provinces without breaking solemn oaths; without 
—s complaints and insurrection in the remainder of our States ; 
without weakening the rights of [talian Princes unjustly despoiled 
of their dominions, and of all Princes throughout the Christian 
world, who could not behold with indifference the introduction 
of certain very pernicious pri ae, His Majesty is well 
aware by what men, what money, and what help revolt at Ravenna 
and Bolo has been accomp . Moved with that paternal 
charity which commands us to watch over the eternal welfare of all, 
we have reminded him that all must one day be called to strict 
account before Christ’s tribunal, and that all, therefore, must plaxe 
their reliance more upon mercy than justice.” The letter concludes 
by demanding the prayers and the aid in every Dy we) manner of 
the ecclesiastics to whom it is addressed. In the Univers a typo- 
graphical distinction in favour of the Pope as against the Emperor 
was sustained hout. e 

On Monday the Moniteur published a decree of the Emperor sup- 

ng the Univers, aod stating as reasons for this measure the 
irritating controversy of this journal, by which religious opinioa 
was disconcerted, the country agitated, and the fundamental basis 
on which are established the relations between the Church and civil 
society undermined—this journal having further published doctrines 
tending to resuscitate pretensions which the ancient French Monarchy 
had always struggled against. In the Ministerial report in the 
Moniteur which precedes the decree it is said the Emperor will 
show himself no jess careful than his predecessors to make national 
traditions respected. 

The French Government followed up its suppression of the Univers 
by giving a second “warning” to the Correspondent, another 
** religious” journal of Paris, The Government accompanied this 
measure by publishing in the Moniteur a declaration that violent 
articles, in reply to the Univers, ‘‘ are henceforth without motive and 
without excuse,” and that religious questions ‘‘ must be discussed 
with that quietness and moderation which are ordered by the in- 
terests of public and respect for religion.” 

It is said that M. Louis Veuillot, resolved not to be silenced alto- 
gether, will continue at Brussels the publication of the Univers. 

The Conslitutionnel publishes an article signed by its chief editor, 
M. Grandguillot, expressing regret that the Romish Court is still 
bent under the influence of Austria as before the war. Tho Pope 
having refused to follow the advice given 3 Napoleon IIL, the 
duty of France is fulfilled. The counsel of France will never be 
changed into menaces or compulsion. The injustice towards her is 
great, but it will never cause her to depart from her character of 
moderation and protection. France would, if necessary, still defend 
the Pope against anarchy in Rome, but, should the political autho- 
rity of the Holy Father be everywhere else doomed to experience 
ancther crisis, the responsibility would not fall on the generous 
nation who has done everything for warding it off, and who will 
always be ready to grant to the Pope that support and assistance 
which is misapprehended to-day. 

RUMOURED ANNEXATION OF SAVOY AND NICE TO FRANCE. 

The project for the annexation of Savoy and Nice to France, 
which was first advocated by the Opinion Nationale, and as to which 
the servi-official journals in France spoke with the utmost reserve, is 
now openly alluded to as almost a fail accompli. A Montpellier 
journal, which sometimes has official information —the ve du 
Midi—states that Count Cavour is disposed to cede Savoy and Nice 
to France ; and that since his advent to power the Avenir, which 
had been most severely warned by M. Ratazzi, speaks more freely. 
The Pays of Tuesday evening says :—-‘‘ Numerous deputations from 
Savoy, composed of persons of high standing, arrive daily in Paris.” 
The muvicipal elections have just taken place at Chambery. Tho 
Ministerial journal of Chambery presen’ a list of candidates 
y py to the annexation of Savoy to France. The Courier of the 
Alps, a Conservative paper, favourable to the annexation to France, 
proposed another list of candidates. This list has prevailed, and 
obtained two-thirds of the votes. It is asserted, says a despatch 
from Berlin, that the arrangement between France and Sardinia 
respecting the cession of Savoy was agreed upon previous to the war 
in Italy, and was to be executed in case Austria should entirely 
evacuate Italy. It was also agreed that Chablais, Faucigny, and 
Geneva should be ceded to Switzerland. A report published in some 
Belgian eae that Switzerland had addressed a demand to the 
Powers that, in the event of Savoy being annexed to France, Chab- 
lais, Faucigny, and the Genevese should be ceded to Switzerland, has 
been (we learn from Berne on Wednesday) officially denied. A letter 
in Tuesday's Times from ‘ Senex,” generally supposed to be Lord 
Lyndhurst, insists that the cession of Savoy to France is part of 
the arrangement between King Emmanuel and the Emperor— 
though it will not be carried out till the latter has secured Central 
Italy to Sardinia. ‘‘Senex” objects to the cession, that it places 
all Northern Italy, including Turin, at the mercy of the Emperor. 

The Governor of Chambery, on the contrary, has declared that 
the Sardinian Government never had the intention of ceding Savo 
to France; and the Courrier des Alpes (a Savoy journal) of the 25t 
ult. was seized for an article advocating the annexation of Savoy to 
France, The Gazette de Savoie declares that not only is Savoy far from 
unanimous in desiring an annexation to France, but that the great 
——— of its inhabitants have pronounced for union with the new 
monarchy under the sceptre of King Victor Emmanuel ; and that the 
material, moral, and political interests of Savoy are with Italy. 
Moreover, if there should at any time be a question of separating 
from Piedmont, Chablais, Faucigny, and a portion of the Genevese 
territory, amounting to nearly half the country, would vote in pro- 
ference for annexation to Switzerland. 

At Nice, also, there is talk of a vigorous resistance against the 
projected annexation. General Garibaldi, a native of that town, has 
written a letter to his fellow-citizens, urging them not to separate 
their cause from that of Italy.

SPAIN AND MOROCCO,

in her reply to the address of the Chamber of Deputies, said :— 
“ Ev ing conspires to make this evening one of the most happy 
of my life. God grants my — e and fulfils all my ambition 
asa Queen. The offspring which the Divine Providence grants us 
is a new pledge of happiness for me and for my spouse.” 

Marsha! O'Donnell has not yet commenced the attack of Tetuan,. 
his troops being occupied in securing and fortifying their position at 
the mouth of the river, and in landing provisions and stores. The- 
construction of a railway from Ceuta to Tetuan has been commenced. 

On Wednesday, we learn by a telegram from Madrid, considerable 
Moorish forces attacked the right wing of the Spanish encampment, 
but were repulsed. The Spanish then made an attack on the 
Moorish lines, threw the Moors into disorder, and took their 
ee which they maintained until the end of the fight. The 

spanish artillery caused enormous losses to the enemy, estimated to 
amount to 2000. The Spanish lost 200. The victory was complete. 
The brother of the Emperor commanded the Moors. 


PORTUGAL. 
The Cortes were opened by the King in person on Thursday week ; 
but his speech, except the statement that Portugal is on friendly 
terms with all States, contained nothing of importance. 


PRUSSIA. 

There has of late been no material change in the state of health 
of the ise of Prussia, but the Prince Regent has latterly also been: 
an invalid. 

Wednesday week was the second anniversary of the marriage of 
the Princess Royal. The Prince Regent gave a grand dinner at- 
Berlin in honour of the day, and Lord Bloomfield a soirée-concert. 

A letter from Berlin of the 27th, in the Gazette du Peuple, contains : 
the following :—‘* We learn that the Prussian Government is on the 
point of acceding to the treaty of commerce concluded between 
France and England on conditions which cannot but be well received. 
by the country from commercial reasons as well as for advantages in 
a political point of view.” 

A Committee of the Chamber of Nobles in Prussia has commenced. 
the examination of the Marriage Bill. ‘The clause for allowing civil 
marriages to be effected at the choice of the partieswas supported 
by only one member, and that for rendering civil marriages obligatory 
was rejected by seven votes to five. ‘The discussion in the Upper 
Chamber,” says the National Gazette of Berlin, ‘‘ will not give a. 
better result, and the fate of the bill may consequently be considered 
as decided.” 

DENMARK. 

In the sitting of the Diet on Monday M. Hausen brought before 
the Chamber, on behalf ot the representatives of Central Schleswig, 
his motion with reference to the language to be used in official 
documents. The Royal Commissary thereupon read the decision of 
the King, that the said proposal of the members of the Diet was not 
to be taken into consideration. M. Hausen, however, declared that 
be would not withdraw his motion. Count Baudissin then moved 
that, as the question was of an urgent and serious character, it be 
referred to a Select Committee of eleven members. Tais motion was 
agreed to by 27 to 14 votes. 


UNITED STATES. 

No Speaker tas yet been chosen by the House of Representa- 
tives, and there seems no likelihood that an election will soon be- 
effected. 

The Senate bss confirmed the appointment of Mr. Faulkner as 
Ambassador to France. A bill has been introduced in the Senats 
for the suppression of invasion of one State by another. A resolu‘ioa 
was also pending for] a committee to inquire into the expediency of 
reducing the ocean postage. 

The Governor of Nebraska has vetoed the bill passed abolishing 
slavery in that territory. 

Additional details are given in the papers of the Lawrence ca‘as- 
trophe. Several more bodies have been recovered and identitied. 
The safe of the company in which the books were stored has been 
drawn out. It was open, but a portion of the books was preserved. 
Services appropriate to the calamity have been held in the various 
city churches. The Mayor has issued a proclamation appointing a 
day of humiliation and prayer. 

In the Pennsylvania Legislature the resolutions attributing the 
non-organisation of Congress to the national Administration have 
passed the House as they came from the Senate. 

The Governor of New Jersey, in his inaugural address on the 17th 
ult., was strongly conservative in favour of the constitution and the 
laws, including the Fugitive Slave Law. 

An abolition convention was in session at Utica on the 17th of 
Janu The slave system of the South was denounced in very 
strong language. 

The Apache Indians, notwithstanding the exertions of the mili- 
tary, continue to commit fearful depredations. The Apaches recently 
made an excursion into Mexico, and killed twenty Mexican soldiers 
and took several prisoners. oy ood Ruff, with 1500 New Mexican 
troops, is to be sent against the Navajo Indians in the spring. 

e advices from the Washington and Oregon territories contain 
no news of interest. The grape crops in California had been much 
damaged by the frost. Quartz-mining is still going ahead, The 
Leskegon and New Forks Companies are doing well, 


CHINA, 

Advices from Hong-Kong are to December 15, and from Shanghai 
to December 9, 

There is no certain intelligence as to the intentions of the Chinese, 
but it is reported that the fortifications of Pekin are being 
strengthened, and that large numbers of Tartar troops are being 
concentrated on the Peiho. Another report mentions that the Taku 
forts have been to some extent dismantled, and will be abandoned on 
the appearance of a large English force. 

The rebels in the north of Ngan Hwui have achieved a victory 
over an Imperialist force through the treachery of a mandarin, whom 
the Emperor had dubbed “ The Loyal Man of his Age,” on account 
of former services he had rendered to the Imperialist cause, Fungpau, 
the Imperialist Commander in this conflict, has been allowed to 
retire from his post, doub‘less in consequence of his non-success. 
Looking over the series of victories and defeats, the rebels appear 
to be rather losing ground. 

There are reports of the intended establishment at Swatow of 
British and American Consuls, the latter under the new American 
treaty, and the former claiming the ‘ most favoured-nation ” clause 
under the old supplementary treaty with great Britain. 

AUSTRALIA, 

The following telegram has been received in anticipation of the 
Australian mall due in London, vii Marseilles, on the 5th inst. :— 
Aden, January 18th ; and Melbourne, December 19th, 1859, 
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The Victoria Parliament met on the 29th of November. The 
financial statement presented by Government showed a considerable 
retrenchment in the expenditure. A resolution concerning the 
Me}bourne Mint, and a motion for the payment of members, have 
passed the Assembly. Parliament has been adjourned for the holi- 
days until January 10, and on its reassembling the Land Bill will be 
taken into consideration. The Geelong Railway bas been purchased 
by Government. Government debentures for one million sterling 
leave by this mail, together with the sealed minimum price. A mer- 
cantile panic prevails, and many failures have taken place—among 
them Meeers. P. M. Tennant King, W.and G. Pole, and Burge. The 
banks are very stringent in making advances, The warehouses are 
overstocked, 

The New South Wales Parliament assemb’ed on the 20th of 
November. The budget proposed large reductions in the expen- 
diture, and a Government subsidy for a European telegraph. 


THE CAPE OF GOOD HOPE, 


The Cape mail-steamer Dane, Captain Hoffmaan, arrived at Ply- 
mouth on Wednesday from the Cape of Good Hope. Her dates 
are :— Cape Town, Dec. 22; St. Helena, Dec. 31; Ascension, Jan. 4, 
Ske brings a cargo of wool, wine, and sundries, about £1000 in 
specie, fourteen passengers, and the mails, She reports that the 
mail-steamer Celt had made a splendid run out in thirty-seven days, 
baving arrived in Table Bay on the 15th of December. ; 

The first electric telegraph at the Cape has been laid down, and is 
in active operation as far as the railway works extended. Its use has 
hitherto been confined to the railway contractors, but it is expected 
that it will be thrown open to the public within a couple of years, 
by which time it js probable that the works will be completed. It 
is then proposed to extend it along the seaboard districts as far as 
Grabam’s Town. The local Government has ordered a short tele- 
graph line of twenty-one miles to be laid down between Cape Town 
and Simon’s Bay. ; 

The vine disease has appeared extensively in the Cape and some 
neighbouring districts, and, it is feared, will very considerably 
diminish the supply of wine next season. " 

The first of an intended series of agricultural exhibitions had taken 
place at Caledon, about seventy-five miles from Cape Town, and 
attracted a large concourse of farmers from the surrounding country.

ciations throughout the colony, in proportion to the exertions of their 
members.

The Hons. Robert Lamb Constantine and Edward Thompson, 
members of the West India Legislature, had died. 

Colonel Rose, R.E., was drowned in Algoa Bay, on the 27th of 
November, by the upsetting of a boat. 


The death of Mr. Henry Farren, the manager of the St. Louis 
Theatre, and the eldest son of William Farren, the celebrated English 
comedian, is announced.

The accounts from the wine markets of France describe con- 
siderable excitement, and a general disposition among the dealers to ask 
exaggerated prices.

Arndt, one of its most eminent citizens, and the Nestor of its literature. 
He had just completed his ninety-first year.” 

Frederick Clayton, a seaman of H.M.S. Brunswick, has received 
a silver medal from the Portuguese Government for jumping overboard and 
saving the life of a Portuguese sailor. 


A gold nugget weighing more than a poud (about 361b, avoir- 
dupois) and worth 80,000f. was lately found in the auriferous sands of the 
River Arym, in Siberia, and has been sent to St. Petersburg. 


Archwological discoveries continue to be made in Algeria, In 
the neighbourhood of Constantina, a few days ago, in removing some carth 
for a road, a stone, somewhat damaged, and bearing the inscription in large 
letters, ‘‘ Resp. Cirtensium Patronis,” was fount. Stones with similar 
inecriptions have already been discovered in the province of Constantina. 


In Russia fires are very frequent, and, according to a recent 
report of the Minister of the Interior, in the year 1858 not fewer than 
56 churehes, 333 public buildings, and 10,510 private houses, the whole of 
the value of 26,440,273 roubles (more than £4,000,000), were burned down 
in that country. 


The Emperor Alexander, in consequence of the intense cold, 
would not suffer his troops to assist at the religious ceremony of the blessing 
of the waters of the Neva.

Lord Clyde continues to pursue his vigorous and judicious 
policy, the lest evidence of which is a severe rebuke he has administered 
in an order of the day for neglect of duty in respect to seeing that the Army 
is furnished with proper su plies of medical matériel.

The Governor-General of India, before leaving Cawnpore, when 
on his recent journey through Oude, ordered the following inscription 
should be written on the monument to be erected over those who were 
murdered by the rebels:—‘This stone marks a spot which lay within 
Wheeler’s intrenchment; it covers the remains, and is sacred to the 
memory, of those who were the first to mect their deaths when beleaguered 
by mutineers and rebels in June, 1857.” 


M. Dubois, one of the Ministers of Hayti, has issued an appeal 
to the free negroes of the United States to settle under the protection of the 
Haytian Republic. A grant out of the public treasury will be made to those 
who have not the means to pay for their passage. On arriving the emi- 
grants will find free lodgings, where food will be provided for them for 
the first several days. Government has already taken steps to procure to 
every new comer a sufficiently remunerative occupation, either on private 
estates, or on the lands belonging to the State. 


The Overland Friend of India states that the Rajah of 
Kappoorthulla, who recently married a Christian girl, has established a 
mistion, to be supported entirely by himself. Mr. Woodside, of Dehra 
Doon, and Dr. Newton, medical missionary, have charge of the new mis- 
sion. The Rajah has thrown off all caste prejudices, and is diligently 
peg the Scriptures with a view to baptism. This is the first instance 
in which a native chief has established and supported an entire mission on

reonalty was sworn under £100,000. The trustees are the Earl of 

lan william and James Henry Cole, Esq., of Eaton-place. His Lordship has 
devised his estates in the counties of Bedford, Wilts, and Leicester in trust 
for his eldest daughter, the Dowager Countess Cowper, for her life, and then 
to her son, Earl Cowper, and his issue—the estates and barony of Linas of 
Crudwell is now po 1 by the Count The estates in Craven are devised 
to her second son. The Newby Hall estates are devised to his youngest 
daughter, ye! Mary Gertrude Vyner, and to her husband and their issue. 
The family plate is bequeathed to his daughter, Countess Cowper. The 
statues and pictures at the several mansions are to be held with the estates 
as heirlooms. Legacies are left to all the servants. His two daughters are 
appointed residua legatees. His nephew, the Right Hon. George 
Frederick, Earl of Ripon, succeeds to the earldom of De Grey and the barony 
of Grantham. The will is dated July 31, 1858. 

The will of Madame la Marquise de la Belinaye, who was residing at 27, 
Nottirgham-place, Marylebone, and died on the 30th of December, was 
proved in London on the 26th of January. She has left her property to be 
equally divided between her two granddaughters, Mdlle. Eveline Anne dela 
Belinaye and Mdlle. Laura Maria Josephine de la Belinaye, whom she 
apnointed her executrixes. The Jatter has alone duly administered thereto. 

The will and codicil of George Shearwood, Esq., formerly of Calcutta, in 
the East Indies, aud of Lime-street, London, merchant, and residing at 
113, Gloucester-terrace, Hyde Park, were — in London on the 28th of 
Janvary by his relict, and George Perry Shearwood, Esq, his son, two of 
the trustees and executors—power reserved to his son William Lachlan 
Shearwood, Eeq.

The Congress of Delegates of Learned Societies will be held 
this year at Paris, on the 9th of April, in the Rue Bonaparte, as usual. The 
Congrers Scientifique de France will be held at Cherbourg on the 2nd of 
September. The presence of English antiquaries, on either or both of these 
occasions, is earnestly invited by the French. 

M. Sax, the musical instrument maker, who had been for sox 
years back obliged to suspend payrnente, was Jast Saturday what is called 
** rehabilitated” by the Imperial Cunrt in Paris, in consequence of h‘s 
having preved that he had paid in full every one of his creditors, with in- 
terest and costs. 

A few days ago the Emperor of Austria gave a lieutenant’s 
commission, and 200 florins for his outfit, to a Jewish sergeant who, 
having been slightly wounded and taken prisoncr at Magenta, managed to 
cecape in time to take part in the battle of Solferino, where he was severely 
wounded. 

General Skrzynecki, who last led the Polish army victoriously 
against the Russian forces, died at Cratow on the 12th ult., aged seventy- 
four. His funera', which took place at Cracow, was marked by many 
demonstrations of the sympathy of the people. His coffin was borne to the 
grave by the students of the Academy, alternately with many of his grey- 
headed companions in arms, and the pall was supported by Generals Joseph 
Zaluski and Kurszewski, and Colonels Badeni, Gawrouski, and ¢ thers, 

Pouitics In Persta.—The Caucasus publishes a letter from 
Teheran of the 24th of November, announcing that the Shah, Nasr-Eddin, 
since his return to his capital, Las not only established a council of 
M inisters, in which a)l State affairs are to be discussed, but aleo an inferior 
council, composed of twenty-four members, charged with the examination 
of ma‘ters not connected with politics. The Teheran Gazette publishes the 
text of a long decree of the Shah on the subject. 

OstricnEes.—Our readers may perhaps remember that the 
Socicte d’Acclimatation last year offered premiums first for bringing ostriches 
into a state of domesticity in Algeria, and next for breeding those birds in 
Europe, on account of their value both as regards Their flesh as an article of 
food and their feathers for commerce. The first of those measures has been 
carried out to some extent in Algeria, and the breeding of those birds ia 
Europe has now been successfully accomplished on a property belonging to 
Prince de Demidcff at San Donato, near Florence. Two ostriches have 
been hatched there, and are now going on as favourably as can be desired. 


DeaTH OF TEE GranD DucHeEss STePHaNIE or Bapren.—The 
Paris Moniteur announces the death, on Sunday, of her Imperial Highness 
the Grand Duchees Stephanie Louise Adrienne de Beauharnais. This lady, 
whose illness has been of some duration, and who died at Nice, was born on 
the 28th of August, 1789, and was consequently in her seventy-first year. 
She was the adopted daughter of the Emperor Napoleon Bonaparte, an | her 
decease places the French Court in mourning. The Grand Duchess was 
married, on the 8th of April, 1806, to the Grand Duke Charles Lou's 
Frederick, cousin-german of the reigning Grand Duke of Baden, and she 
became a widow on the Sth of December, 1818. She leaves two daughters, 
the Princess Josephine Frederique Louis, born in 1813, and married to the 
Prince of Hohenzollern Sigmaringen ; and the Princess Marie Amelie Eliza- 
heth Caroline, who was born in 1818, and who, in 1843, was married to the 
Duke of Hamilton. 

EARTHQUAKE IN THE StaTE OF SatvaDor.—A letter from San 
Salvador of the 28th of December reports the occurrence of an earthquake 
on the night of the Sth of that month. It commenced about a quarter 
before nine, and continued for two minutes and thirty-five seconds. At 
Iealco the parish church was destroyed, except a portion of the naves and 
the sacristy. About forty of tne best houses and a number of smaHer ones 
were destroyed. Fortunately no lives were lost. During the night several 
other shocks were felt. One of them, more violent than the others, com- 

leted the destruction of some buildings that had escaped the first shock. 

e shock was felt at Guatepeque, Opico, Apopa, Tepecoya, and other towns, 
At Tepecoya the church, cabildo, and several houses were destroyed. At 
Guatepeque the church and cabildo partially. laguaque suffered also: 
eeveral houses were destroyed and the church greatly injured. On the out- 
skirts of the town great holes were opened, sore over a hundred yards 
wide. At Guayamoco houses were destroyed and the church much 
damaged. At Panchimalco houses injured, and large holes opened in the 
earth. San Martin and Comasagua, church and cabildo purtly destroyed. 
Nanhuisalco suffered also, and soon after a destructive fire broke out, which 
burnt over two hundred houses, thus, in a measure, destroying the whole 

lace. On the night of the 10th, at 9.20, there were two mor: se vere shocks. 
both occasions the nights were very clear, but blowing a heavy norther 
until a short time before the shocks, when it fel! calm, but again rose soon 
efter the shocks.

The 
detign consists of an obelisk fuurteen feet high, upon a pedestal of cor- 
reepouding character. 

Yesterday week a tremendous fail of earth (more than 100 tons) 
tock place on the London and Chatham Railway works at Bekesbourne. 
The be!l bad sounded for the mcn to leave work, and the greater part of the 
navvies were out of danger, but three unfortunate creatures were over- 
whelmed by the fall.

A literary custom of reprin from magazines which 
has arisen of late years is en ing its borders very 
considerably. Scarcely a week but we come across a 
book with a taking title, which on examination proves 
to be a collection of pieces which ought to have pre- 
served their original fugitive character. Sometimes, 
of course, the resurrection presents us with some- 
thing better than dry bones; but, on the whole, we 
are inclined to think these cases are the exception, 
and not the rule. We sup that in what is 
called “railway reading” is to be found the origin of this kind 
of thing. Although we should hesitate to place the “ Reliques 
of Father Prout” exactly in the category of that class of 
books which consist of muscular and well-formed ‘disjecta 
membra” strung together by a literary wire, yet, considering the 
length of time which has elapsed since most of the papers were 
written, and the passing away of the particular genius of the sge 
from which they caught their special inspiration, we think that there 
might have been a more careful weeding of the matter than it appears 
has been undertaken in the production of the present volume. At 
the same time it would be the worst of foolishness to attempt to 
deny that there is an immense deal given here which is eminently 
worth preservation, and which is put into excellent course of preser- 
veten by Mr. Bohn in the publication of this work as a part of his 
‘ Tilustrated Library,” in which its lace has been won by the repro- 
duction of Maclise’s etchings, which originally accompanied the ar- 
ticles in Fraser's Magazine. Tho playful and yet erudite transmu- 
tations of Moore, and still more remarkable those of Béranger, which 
crowd the pages of the book, would be enough to establish Mr. 
Mahony’s claim to have all that print can effect to immortalise him 
as a scholar, linguist, humorist, and poet. Again, this publication 
has a peculiar value, as it is a record of a literary period which, des- 
pite of some recent galvanic attempts to resuscitate it, has died out 
with the lives of its professors. One has only to point to the state- 
ment made by Mr. Mahony in his preface, that of the twenty-seven 
writers in Fraser's Magazine in 1835, a collection of etched portraits 
of whom forms the frontispiece to the book, only eight are now 
living, in order to prove the dissolution of a school 
which was founded and upheld by a section of the 
authors there portrayed. Of that which may be 
called the rollicking literary era Mr. Mahony is 
now the sole representative, unless Mr. Thackeray 
chooses to be enrolled in the list. One thin 
cannot but force itself on one’s mind on a perus 
of these ‘‘ Reliques,” and that is a feeling of 
regret that such powers and acquirements as those 
by this writer have not been applied, we 
will not say to a higher, but to a severer, purpose. 
We once heard that Mr. Mahony talked of ‘‘ The 
Lives of the Cardinals” as an idea. Is it too late 
for the realisation of that idea ? 





THe REVIVAL, IN ITS PHYSICAL, PsyYCHICAL, 
AND RELIGIOUS ASPECTS.

It will, perhaps, be conceded to the writer of this 
book that the striking forms taken by what is 
called the ‘‘ Religious Revival in Ulster” have 
attracted so largely the attention of the public 
that one main difficulty to a serious consideration 
of the subject has been overcome, It may also 

admitted that all classes are satisfied that, 
however various their modes of accounting for the 
revival movement, they are in the presence of a 
great fact. We are, therefore, prepared for a dis- 
cussion as to whether it be true, as many think, 
that it is due to the direct working of the Holy 
Spirit; or, as many others think, that it is the 
direct working of Batan to lead souls astray ; or, 
as the ists think, that it is simply a repro- 
duction, in a somewhat new form, of a physical 
disease. We, nevertheless, do not feel bound to 
allow that Mr. Wilkinson has brought those points 
to a satisfactory conclusion. That he examines

™m ity, we not deny. That he gives us 
a good deal of the history of this eguie move 
ment is certain. But that he has set the vexed 
question which he raises at rest is by no means so 
clear. Those who are interested in this matter 
will, however, be glad to read his book, for the 
reason we have above stated.

The 
following particulars are from the Daily 
News :—‘‘ The late right hon. gentleman 
was the eldest son of Mr. Edward Baines, 
formerly M.P. for Leeds, and proprietor of 
the Leeds Mercury, and was born in 1799. 
After completing his rudimentary educa- 
tion at Richmond School, Yorkshire, he 
proceeded to Trinity College, Cambridge, 
at which University he gained respectable 
honours. He was senior optime in 1820, 
scholar of Trinity College, Dr. Hooper's 
declamation prizeman, and King Willi 
III.’s declamation prizeman. In 1825 he 
was called to the at the Inner Ley 
and went the Northern Circuit, and be- 
came in 1841 a Queen's Counsel, and the 
same year was appointed a bencher of the 
Inner Temple. e was made Recorder 
of Hull in 1837, which office he held ten 
years. The lamented gentleman was re- 
turned to the House of Commons, asrepre- 
sentative for Hull, in 1847, at the head of 
the poll, and continued to sit for that 
borough up to 1852, when he was elected, in 
conjunction with the late Sir G. Goodman, 
for Leeds, whose populous constituency he 
continued to represent up to the general 
election of 1859. On Lord John Russell’s 
advent to power ‘as First Lord of the 
Treasury, in 1849, Mr. Baines was se- 
lected to fill the office of President of the 
Poor-law Board, which office he held from 
January, 1849, to March, 1852, and, on 
the Eari of Aberdeen coming into office, 
Mr. Baines was reappointed to that depart- 
ment of the Government. In December, 
1855, he was appointed Chancellor of the 
Duchy of Lancaster, having accepted 
office in Lord Palmerston’s first Ministry, 
and was a member of the Cabinet. He 
retired from office at the dissolution ot 
the Palmerston Administration, and on 
the formation of the present Ministry 
was offered office, but declined, in order to 
make way for other political friends of 
Lord Palmerston. The right hon. gentle- 
man was made a Privy Councillor in 1849, 
on being appointed President of the Poor- 
law Board, and was a Deputy Lieutenant 
of the West Riding of York and cf 
Lancashire. He married, in 1833, Anne, 
only daughter of Mr. L. Threlfall, cf 
Lancaster.”

Tus building is of brick throughout, 
having picked red bricks for facings, with 
Bath stone for the dressings of doors and 
windows. It accommodates one hundred 
children, fifty boys and fifty girls, with 
the y domestic establishment, 
and it has a frontage of about 160 feet by 
110 feet in depth. On entering the centre 
hall, opposite you is the dining-hall, used 
also as the chapel, and suitably fitted up. 
The roof is an open stained timber roof, 
with arched ribs, and has two handsome 
Gothic coronz hanging from the roof to 
light the hall. Beyond the dining-hall, 
and closely attached, are the kitchen, 
scullery, and the various offices and stores 
connected therewith. The building is 
divided into two separate wings, the one 
to the right of the cateeneo bell being 
devoted to the boys, and that to the left 
to the girls, with master’s and matron's 
apartments to each ; also separate baths, 
dormitories, clothes-stores, &c., to each 
department. The infirmary is placed on 
the second floor, and is so arranged that 
in case of infectious diseases it can be at 
once shut off from the main building. 
The drainage and ventilation of the 
building have been carefully attended to. 
The cost of the building, with the various 
fittings connected with the domestic and 
scholastic departments, and lighting the 
building with gas, was about £4300, the 
whole being done under the superin- 
tendence of the architect, Mr. Charles H. 
Cooke, John-street, Bedford-row,

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Tue event of the week is the “ downright blow” with which the 
elected of the millions has “cloven the beaver” of the Ultra- 
montanist champion, M. Veuillot. The suppression of the 
Univers, for publishing the encyclical letter of the Pope, and 
for making cause with that enemy of civilisation, is one of the 
bold strokes with which the Emperor of the French occasionally 
deems it wise to remind friends and foes that he has a very strong 
will of his own. Usually— 


The le suffers little birds to sing, 
And is not careful what they mean thereby, 
Knowing that with the shadow of his wing 


He could at once abridge their minstrelsy. 


But the Imperial Eagle is not always so forbearing; and we must 
allow that, if the blow from beak and talon were ever just, it is 
in a case like the present, when a noisy bird of evil omen 
is silenced from an offensive clamour. But with all our dislike 
of the Univers, and our detestation of Ultramontanist teachings, 
the press of England can lend no applause to an act of arbitrary 
power. Better to let the priests and tools rage and rave to their 
hearts’ content. That the Emperor is only repaying the Papal 
scribes in their own coin, and treating them as they and their 
masters desire that the free expression of opinion should every- 
where be treated, is an excellent answer to them, but not to us. 
If we are looked to for a plaudit because a frantic bigot is gaged 
the look will be in vain. We prefer that Ultramontane virulence 
and folly should bemet in Franceas we meet it in Ireland—namzely, 





with a shout of that healthy laughter which does more damags to 
superstition than anything else can, except printer’s iuk. 

Our Parliamentary week has not been an idle one, though it 
does not give much promise of results. Certain “ codifying” bills 
have been introduced for the improvement of the criminal law, 
but they have not been explained. On the other hand, an attempt 
by Mr. M‘Mahon to obtain a court of criminal appeal has been 
successfully resisted by the Government. It is thought, at 
present, that an appeal to a convicted prisoner cannot be 
granted without also giving the public an appeal against what 
may be considered an improper acquittal; and, therefore, that 
there would be an inducement to carelessness in verdicts whea 
the jurors’ sense of responsibility was taken away. It is urged, 
also, that there are few or no unrighteous convictions, though 
numerous undeserved acquittals take place, and therefore that 
there is no ground for complaint from the Dock, whatever there may 
be from the Bench. Mr. Edwin James, however, though opposed 
to a court of appeal, urged that the revision of sentences by the 
Secretary of State ought to be conducted on a settled principle, and 
with a certain publicity. We scarcely see how any rule can be 
laid down for dealing with cases whose peculiar and exceptional 
nature forms their only title to be reweighed at all. But that 
“certainty ” should be introduced into the criminal system itaelf, 
and that whatever sentence is pronounced by the Judge should 
(except when the offender is pardoned) be carried out to the letter, 
there can be no doubt. The “chances” of the law should end 
with the verdict. The measure for reforming the bankruptcy 
system will require the most careful attention. 

Mr. Cowper, Lord Palmerston’s stepson, and an official who 
has seen a good deal of miscellaneous service, is the new 
Minister for our Works; and there can be no objection to 
the appointment, though the Ministry can hardly be said to 
be strengthened by it. The great Park-shrub question would 
have been the Chief Commissioner’s important care, but that Lord 
Palmerston himself has come in to settle so weighty a matter, 
and commanded that the shrubs shall go back and the flowers be 
replanted. We hope that an “admiration committee” of nursery- 
maids is already forming to express to the Premier the satisfaction 
of themselves and their charges, Perhaps Mr. Cowper will apply 
himself to the more interesting question uf the opening of 
what may at present be called Moiety Bridge, at Westminster, 
very much wanted by myriads. And, while he is about it, will 
he look at the state of the wide and important thoroughfare 
between Whitehall and the bridge? Dust in dry weather, foul mud 
and lagoons in wet, the approach to the Legislative Palace cannot 
have been worse in the days when Charles IL, expecting his 
foreign bride, implored the Parliament to have that street made 
a little more decent against the Queen's arrival. Lord Clive 
stood scowling at it for some months; but Baron Marochetti has 
sent him off to Shrewsbury. Wechall doubtless find some other 
work for the new Minister; but here is a beginning of Cowper's 
Task. 

Three elections have taken place. At Pontefract the Liberal 
has beaten the Conservative, and Mr. Childers site, At Beverley 
the Conservative has beaten the Liberal, and Mr. Walker sits; 
and at Scarborough one Liberal has beaten another, and Mr. Dent 
sits. Gloucester has been shown to have been so corrupt that no 
writ is to issue without a week's notice, and Mr. Bright proposes 
that the notice should be ten years, during which time Gloucester, 
so crammed with churches that its piety figures in a Hudibrastic 
proverb, is to be the laughingstock of all constituencies that have 
not yet been found out. 

Lord Campbell has finally settled that such new glorification as 
could be thrown around the memory of Shakspeare by means of 
a museum attached to his house, and an album in which visitors 
to the shrine might pour out their homage, shall not be awarded. 
He, on appeal, overthrows the will of Professor Shakspeare, so far 
as the bequest in honour of his great namesake is concerned. The 
decision is not much to be regretted. But we really do not see 
that Lord Campbell was called upon to pronounce a verdict of 
“ handsome” upon the conduct of those who successfully opposed 
their deceased friend's will, and gained the money, merely 
because they were willing to pay the costs of the persons who 
would have had the bequest, had the intention of the testator been 
carried out. 

Details of a hideous accident in America, by the fall of an ill- 
constructed factory, have furnished an element of horror to the 
news of the week. Among other matters the disgraceful rioting 
in St. George’s-in-the-Kast, where a congregation of ruffians of the 
worst kind is permitted to gather, and not a hint from a police- 
man’s staff is given to scoundrels who tear up the seats and hurl 
Bibles about the church, is prominent, as is the fact that the 
Executive does not seem to know what to do in the matter, 
Colonel Waugh is stated to be living in splendour in the Rue 
Lord Byron, Paris ; and, finally, Mr. John Scott, the horsetrainer, 
calls upon the universe to take notice that he did not lunch with 
alady who has had to obtain relief from Sir Cresswell Cresswell.

‘IT bave just seen Lord Palmerston about the very unsightly position of the 
shrubberies of Hyde Park at present. The result of my interview is that 
the shrubs will be replaced, and the ground at present disordered will be 
immediately laid out with flowering shrubs and flowers, which, I think, 
will be satisfactory to the public.” 

Royat Dramatic CoLLecr.—At a meeting of the members of 
this institution, held on Tuesday at the Adelphi Theatre—Mr. B jWebster in 
the chair—the report of the committee of management was read. Mrs. 
Garrick, it was announced, who had been enjoying the bounty of the insti- 
tution, had died in October last, at Sunderland, and the members of the in- 
stitution were asked to elect a pensioner in her place, and also three male 
pensioners.

“Dreapnovcnt” Seamen's Hosritat Socrety.—The thirty- 
ninth annual report of the progress of this society was on Saturday read at 
a general meeting of the governors of the charity, at their office, 86, King- 
William-street, City—T. H. Brooking, Esq., in the chair. The minutes of 
the former meeting having been agreed to, the secretary read the report, 
which stated that during the year ended January 381, 1360, 1782 in- 
patients and 1437 out patients had received medical and clerical aivice and 
attendance ; 102 patients after being cured had been clothed wholly or 
partially, and eleven had received presents of {shoes and stockings. A 
supply of fresh water had been laid on from the Kent Waterworks to the 
Dreodnovght hospital-ship, at a cost of £120, and various other improve- 
ments had been effected on board the ship. The report was adopted, and 
a vote of thanks was proposed and curried to the auditors and the 
chairman. 

Aw Apvertistnc Hoax was exposed on Wednesday at the 
Westminster Police Court. The following advertisement had been in-

by applying to Mr. H. Harvey, 35, Upper Belgrave-place, Pimlico, London, 
inclosing eighteen postage-stamps, with a stamped directed envelop for 
reply.” Some person having answered this, and, of course, received no 
reply, bad communicated with the police. Inquiries were made, and it 
appeared that no such person as Mr. Harvey resided at 35, Upper Belgrave- 
place, Pimlico, but letters addressed to him were regularly fetched away. 
The magistrate (Mr. Paynter) was sure that the person calling himself 
Harvey was obtaining these postage-stamps in an improper manner, and he 
wished publicity to be given to the matter. 

Roya Nationa Lire-Boat InstrtuTion.—A meeting of this 
institution was held on Thursday, at its house, John-street, Adelphi—Thomas 
Cbapman, Esq , F.R.8., in the chair. The silver medal of the institution 
was presented to Captain Wasey, R.N., and John Fox, coxwain, in admira- 
tion cf their gallant conduct in putting off, with others, in the society s life- 
boat stationed at Fleetwood, and rescuing during a very stormy night and 
morning seven men from the wrecked vessels Ann Mitchell, of Montrose, 
and Jane Roper, of Ulverstone. The crew of the life-boat received £23 for 
their gallant services. Thesecond-service clasp was also voted to Daniel Shea, 
coxwain of the Padstow life-boat, belonging to the institution, for his noble 
services at the wreck of the ship James Alexander, of Liverpool. Also the 
silver medal and £1 to Mr. John Dyer, for wading into the surf and 
rescuing, at the peril of bis life, the master of the schooner Beverley. 
Pewards amounting to £34 10s. were also voted to the crews of the institu- 
tion’s life-boats stationed at Redcar, Arklow, and Thorpe, for putting off 
during recent stormy weatber, and rescuing twenty-six poor fellows from the 
wrecked vessela Fortuna, of Memel; Ann Mitchell, of Glasgow ; and Pallas, 
cf Liverpoo). Rewards amounting to £52 were also granted to the crews of 
the institut'on’s life-boate at Ne wbiggin, Portmadoc.

Royat Maternity Socrety.— The annual meeting of this

r. Seabrook, the sub-secretary, it appeared that the number of poor mar- 
ried women who had been delivered at theirown homes during the year 
amounts to 3749, leaving an increase of 112 over those of the preceding year, 
and making a total of 396,259 deliveries since the foundation of the charit 
in 1759. The number of children delivered this year was 3780, of which 
2021 were males and 1759 were females. Amongst the births were 31 cases 
of twins and 1 of triplets. The stillbirths were 123, and 14 were 
of so serious a character that they ended fatally. Of these 11, or 
about 1 in 840 of the entire number, of deliveries arose from causes 
immediately connected with childbirth, while three had no direct bearing 
on that process. The report having been received and ado; " 
Dr. J. Braxton Hicks, of Wel street, London-bridge, was electad te 
fill the vacancy in the medical etaff of the society caused by the pre- 
mature decease of Dr. Samuel Griffith. The recsighe of the year, from 
subscriptions and other sources, amounted to £2131 18s. 1d. This amount 
was entirely expended, and a balance of £134 10s. 91 remains due to the 
treasurer, in addition to the sum of £300 advanced by him to enable the 
committee to purchase the lease of the present charity house. 


Sr. GrorGr’s-1N-THE-East.—The rioting in the parish church 
of St. George-in-the-East became more violent on Sunday evening than it 
had ever been before. The morning and afternoon services were unat- 
tended by any marked outburst of popular hostility; but in the evening 
the scene was one most disgusting. 3000 persons crowded the building, 
and of these about 1000 were boys, who took possession of the galleries. 
These lads at once began cockcrowing, yelling, and hissing; and amid the 
confusion might be heard snatches of ribald songs. Several attempts were 
made to put out the gas, and caps and hats were thrown into the body of 
the church. The ser vice was, of course, a dumb show, so loud and general 
were the blasphemous shouts with Which the prayers were greeted. The 
sermon was preached by Mr. Lowder, but his voice was powerless 
against the constant interruptions and derisive jests by which he was 
assailed. The police were all the while stationed outside the church, but 
were not permitted to enter. At length, however, their interference became 
absolutely necessary. At the close of the service a cry was raised, ‘‘ Down 
with the altar!” and the mob proceeded to wreak their vengeance on this 
obnoxious feature of the church. The altar was, however, saved by the 
energetic conduct of a chorister, and then was commenced an attack upon 
otber ornaments of the edifice. The police now made their appearance, 
and, after battling with the mob for about an hour, succeeded in driving 
them into the streets. Much of the church property was destroyed. It was 
even proposed to attack the Rector’s house, but the rioters were frustrated 
in this design. This painful outrage was on Monday night alluded to in 
both Houses of Parliament, and it was announced by Sir G C. Lewis that 
steps would be taken to prevent its repetition. 

Tue MetrorotitaN Unpercrounp Ratiway.—This scheme, 
which has been for so many years before the public, is at length in course 
of being cariied into effect. Shafts are being sunk at several places alon 
the line of the proposed railway. One has been opened on the enecoupied 
plece of lend at King’s-cross, near the railway station, and another near 
Euston-equare. When a sufficient depth has been reached the excavators 
will commence tunneling in the direction cf the London and North- 
Western Railway station, with which a junction will be effected a short 
distance from the present terminus At King’s-crossa junction will also 
be made with the 1ailway near the first bridge which crosses Maiden lane. 
These side branches will at the point of junction be on the level with the 
railways with which they communicate, but they will join the main.or 
trunk line beneath the New-road, the gradients rising gradually from 
twenty-five feet below the thoroughfare to the rails of the London and 
North-western and the other line. At the Paddington station a commence- 
ment has been made, and here, as in the junction with the northern 
lines of railway, the communication will be above ground. The whole 
distance between Paddington and the Bagnigge-wells-road will be 
tunneled, but at this latter point the line will run on a level, or in an 
open cutting, as the nature of the ground may require. As at present 
arranged, the line will have its City terminus in the new Victoria-street. 
But it is probable that before the line is completed powers will be obtained 
by the Corporation of London which will give to the railway the power of 
diverting a portion of the line to Smithfield, and providing it with a goods 
station in connection with the proposed dead-meat markets to be con- 
structed there by the city of London, The underground railway will be 
provided at one or two places aleng the line, probably at those spots where 
the shafts are now being sunk, with ventilating shafts, But it is considered 
that there will not be any great necessity for providing ventilating shafts, 
as the numerous stations along the line and the open cuttings at each end 
will provide sufficient currents of air for the purpose. The railway will be 
provided with two lines of rails, but they will be on the mixed gauge, and 
available for the carriage of the broad as well as of the narrow gauge, and 
the heavy goods traffic will be carried on during the night. The passenger- 
carriages will be lighted with portable gas, and everything will be done to 
make a jourgey twenty-five feet below the surface of the ground as pleasant 
and as comfcrtable as possible. About two years will be occupied in 
making the live. 


Heavy Gate asp Great Loss or Suirrina.—The accounts 
received last Saturday at Lloyd's from various ports on the coast speak of 
very heavy gale, ranging from the 8.W. to the N.E, accompanied in the 
more northern Gistiicts ‘by snow, having swept the coast on Thursday _— 
and Friday morning. The result of its fury is too sadly told ia a long list 
of casualties which have come to hand. In several instances there has heen 
a serious loss of life, in addition to a considerable destruction of property.

The Orion had a cargo of $88 slaves, and this num 
ber, according to a letter written by one of the Pluto's crew, will make an 
aggregate of 2080 negroes who have, in less than two months, been rescued 
from the grasp of the slave-dealers.

an awkward space, Beneath this window, or rather projected 
nst the lower part of it, is a group of three figures —Religion, 
pes and Justice—which the artist would indicate as the moral 
attributes of Le ion, though bow far justly so as respects the 
second we are no means satisfied of. neath these ideal 
creations is the first row oi lawgivers, prominent nen whom 
is Moses, looking up to heaven, grasping the Tables of 
the Ten Commandments, the first revealed code for the guidance 
of man. On each side of this central figure sit, as in solemn 
conclave, the great Pagan legislators—the resolute Lycurgus, 
the merciless Draco, the milder Solon, the mythic Minos, the 
Romans Numa and Servius Tullius being to the right of Moses; 
whilst the Asiatic and African races are represented on his left by 
, who takes place, not as a conqueror, but as an exponent of 
Egyptian law ; by Zoroaster, the Persian ; Confucius, the Chinese; and 
Menu, the Hindoo lawgiver. On the fifth step below the Hebrew 
legislator stands Justinian, as representing the great historic link 
between the Pagan and Christian eras. Beside bim, and leaning on 
his shoulder, is his wife, the Empress Theodora, the only female 
6 in the composition, and the introduction of which is of some- 
what uestionable propriety, unless it be intended to suggest the 
8 ncy of the tenderer feelings over the rigorous purpose of the 
lawgiver, as tempering justice with mercy. Below Justinian isa 
group of Scribes, with the Pandects, the Code, and the Institutes ; 
and near them a Jurisconsult and a Doctor of the Church, who 
distribute the laws of the empire to the barbarous peoples of the 
north, the Lombard, the Goth, the Frank, and the Briton. 
Charlemagne, the Frankish eye with sword and crown, stands 
alone, a prominent figure ; behind him are our own Alfred, and the 
leeser luminary, Ina, King of the West Saxons; and beyond, the 
fi of a d carries us back to the days of the early Briton. 
Aitils, “the Sceurge of God,” distinguishable by his swarthy com- 
plexion, reclines backward from the last group. The right-hand 
corner of the picture is occupied by the representatives of the 
Ms Charta Barons, the Earls of Pembroke and Salisbury ; while 
th companion, Stephen Langton, Archbishop of Canterbury, 
stands forward to represent the rights of the Church as against the 
tyranny of absolutism, and as a co-ordinate power in legislation. 
In the left-hand corner, seated alone, is the figure of Edward I. 
*‘ the English Justinian,” whose identity is intended to be marked 
the fact of his stanching the blood flowing from his poisoned arm 
th his ermine robe. 

We bave already remarked that from the very nature of the subject 
of this fresco there was little opportunity afforded for action or even 
forgrouping. The distribution of the Code and Pandects of Justinian, 
in recond row, is the only incident in the whole composition 
which brings any two personages into relation with one another, and 
is in itself hardly of a nature to realise our notion of “action.” The 
consequence of this defect is that the figures are almost purpose- 
less, and their attitudes, being altogether a matter of option with 
the artist, bear evidence of laborious study for the mere sake of 
“ effect,” in the fancied necessity of producing some variety of aspect 
amongst them. Some of the figures on the upper row bear a distinct 
impress of having been studied after Michael Angelo; whilst on the 
second row are passages which bespeak more the inspiration of 
Raphael. The purely original fgures are not the most successful ; 
and, least of all, those of the prelate and barons, and of Edward I., 
on the lowest step. The choice of the action in the last-named figure 
is unfortunate in many respects ; in the first place, it is not pleasing 
in itself ; and in the second place, it bears no relation to anything going 
on in the pee nor to any incident in the King’s life having re- 
ference to his character as a legislator; nor, indeed, finally, has it 
anything to do with Edward as King, having taken place befure his 
acoession to the throne, when fighting in Palestine. 

With regard to the technical ieueniien, admitting some admirable 
drawing onda general breadth and treatment which indicates the 
presence of power and resource in the artist, we are compelled to 
state that in respect of colour the work is deficient— dull, crude, and 
obscure. Indeed, wo fear we must admit that the pigments and vehicles 
necessary for fresco-painting, and which were yo in Italy by 
the great masters from the thirteenth to the fifteenth century, 
are as yet unkuown to us; and, without them, any attempt at wall- 
painting, with the conditions attached to all wall-surfaces in this 

urky atmorpbere of ours, must be comparatively failures. Fresco- 
painting, being seen at a distance, requires bright, pure, and, for the 
most part, simple colours, without uated or mixed tints—the 
distance alone serving to soften and graduate contrasting colours 

in the most abrupt contact. Above all, a good light should 
vouchsafed to the picture, which in the case of the upper regions 
of the Gothic hall of Lincojn’s-inn isa matter of simple impossibility, 
insomuch that the wans of air which is complained of in the 
picture is, in our opinion, owing to the unfortunate circumstances 
under which it is seen. This disadvantage, we may add, is almost 
i rable from Gothic architecture, which is unfavourable to the 
display of mural painting, except as employed for mere decorative 
purposes; and upon ground we must deprecate the fashion, 
now #0 rife, of rushing into Gothic on all occasions of building a 
public edifice. Not to go to other examples, the grand defect in the

Mr. M‘Mawow moved the second reading of a bill to vagy an appeal in 
criminal cases, his object being to remove an anomaly in the law by whick 
every suitor in civil cases had a right of appeal, while in criminal cases tho 
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‘only rceort was to the mercy of the Crown through the Home Secretary.

Sir G. C. Lewis said it was not proposed to abolish the prerogative of 
“pardon, but merely to acd a step in our criminal procedure. He thought 

the bill paseed as it was it would have little effect, and still leave tas 
actual apveal in criminal! causes in the hands of the Home Seeretary. He 
argued that the weight of authority was rather against than in favour of an 
appeal in ciiminal cases. The lawin most civilised cocntries was not to 
-giaut Lew trials in these cases. The distinction between an appeal in 
civil and criminal cases was almost universal. The reason was that there 
Was Lo sntegoni:m in crimina! as there wasin civil cases. If there was not 
@ gicat frequency of wrong convictions proved, the groundwork of tiis 
measuie fuiled, and ke thought there was no such evidence before the 
‘House. The case of Smethurst was not one on which an argument for a 
“crimins1 sppeal could be founded; there was no misdirection to the jury, 
ror such a failure of evidence as would have ensured a new trial; the 
‘decision of the Home Office was founded, not on legal grounds, but 
con cousideraticns connected with the imperfections of medical science 
in reference to poisons. One effect of the bill would be to intro- 
‘duce delay and uncertainty into the administration of the criminal law, It 
would be useless and nugatory to provide an appeal, and yet not provide a 
‘prisoner with the means of prosecuting it. Tue right of appeal ought to 
Bold good in the case of the prosecutor as well as in that of the prisoner, if 
‘it wos intended to assimilate civil and criminal procedure. He thought no 
argument bad been adduced to justify a departure from the principle, that 
as a verdict was conclusive against a prosecutor, soit should be conclusive 
against a prisoner. The prerugative of the Crown as exercised by the Home 
“Office was only exerc’ on the side of mercy and not on that of aggrava- 
tion ; while the appeal was direct, rapid, unencumbered with official forms, 
‘and was cheap and utterly without cost. He moved the rejection uf the bill. 

Mr. G. Denman, though opposed to this bill, was of opinion that a case 
had been made out for a {ull consideration of the question. 

Mr. PHItuips also opposed the bill. 

Mr. E. James, while willing to saaction the principle of an appeal in 
criminal cases, could not give his assent to the preseut measure, the ma- 
chinery of which would prove quite ineflicacious, 

Mr. Georce and Mr. Me.ior opposed the bill. 

Mr. Hen.ey wished to guard himself against its being supposei that he 
‘was unfavourable to an amendment of the law in this matter, by his oppo- 
sition to, and voting inst, this bill, which had rather increased than 
diminished the difficulties by which the question was surrounded.

ANNEXATION OF Savoy TO France.—Lord J, Russet, in reply to Mr. 
Disraeli, said that the Government had considered the question re- 
specting the production of the papers relating to the reported in- 
tended annexation of Savoy to France, and hal come to the conclusion 
that it would not be convenient to produce those documents. He would, 
however, state their substance. When the rumour first came t) the ears of 
her Majesty’s Goverpment, in July last, that such an annexation was 
intended, they endeavoured, through Count Wale wski, to ascertain the facts. 
In the first conversation which took place between Lord Cowley and Count 
Walewski the latter was not very explicit; but in a subsequent conversa- 
sation he stated that there was no intention on the tof the Emperor of 
the Fiench of p sing such an annexation. On the first occasion it was 
stated to Count Waleweki that the report was received with great dissatis- 
faction by her Mojesty’s Government (checrs); and on the second occasion 
her Majesty’s Government immediately intimated to Count Walewski that 
they had received his statement with much satisfaction (Cheers). 

Misce,rangous Civit Service Expenpirore, &.—Mr. Wise moved, 
“That in the opinion cf this House it would be desirable to appoint every 

ear a Select Committee to inquire into the Miscellaneous Civil Service 
ixpenditure of the preceding year; into the payments made out of the 
Consolidated Fund ; and into those on account of the Woods, Forests, and 
Land Revenues.” The hoa. membcr contended that the appointment of such 
a Committce would cffect great savings in the expenditure for the public 
service, upon which, under the present system, there was no sufficient check. 
Mr. A. SmitH seconded the motion —Mr. Lainc admitted the importance 
of the subject, and that great advantages might arise from the institution of 
a standing Finance Committee to inquire into the Civil Service Estimates, 
It would certainly relieve the Government of a great responsibility, but it 
was for the House to determine whether it was not better that the 
nsibility of framing those estimates should continue to rest 
with the Government. He suggested the withdrawal of the motion; 
at the same time assuring the hon. gentleman that her Majesty's 
Government would have a due regard to economy in the expenditure 
which they proposed to the House.—Mr. Baxter supported the motion.— 
The CHaNnceLLor of the Excuequer argued that the House, in sanctioning 
successive increases of the public expenditure, had only acted as exponents 
of the public mind ; and that until the public deman the adoption of a 
most rigid economy it was not likely that Parliament would enforce it. 
One of the heads under which the greatest increase had taken place was 
that of public education, which was fast advancing to £2,000,000, and which, 
without doubt, unless a check were at once applied, would advance to 
£3,000,000 in no very long time. He thought the adoption of the motion would 
be useless, since it would begin by abeolving the Government of its proper 
responsibility. In orderto carry out the object of the hon. gentlemanit would 
‘be necessary, instead of one Committee, to appoint at least half-a-dozen. He 
thought it desirable that the Civil Service Estimates should be reviewed 
iodically by a Select Committee, but that it would be impracticable to 
os a permanent Committee on the subject.—Mr. Bricur contended that 
the a tment of sucha Committee, honestly chosen every Session, would 
be a check upon the Government in the public expenditure. It would bea 
good answer for the Government, when applied to by particular classes for 
‘the expenditure of more money, to say they could not grant it because the 
Committee would not sanction it.—Sir H. WiLtoveusy supported the 
motion.—Upon a division the resolution was carried by a majority of 23~ 
the numbers being 121 in favour and 93 against it.

Frenxcu Acapemy or &crences.—At the commencement of the 
sitting the secretary announced the death of Professor Hausmann, of 
Gottingen, a correspondent of the Academy, at the age of seventy-eight — 
A communication was received from M. Cavaillé-Coll on certain experi- 
ments of his on organ pipes, and the dimensions to be given to them 
according to the sound to be produced. The principles he deduces from 
his experiments are the following :—1. The length of the pipe should be 
equal to the quotient of the velocity of the sound by the number of vibra- 
tions, diminished by twice the depth; 2. The number of vibrations is equal 
to the quot‘ent of the velocity divided ed the length of the pipe, plus the 
depth; 3. The depth is equal to half the quotient of the velocity of the 
sound by the number of vibrations, minus the length of the pipe; 4. The 


velocity of the sovnd is equal to the product of the number of vibrations 
into the sum of the length and twice the depth —The Minister of War sent 
4the Acacemy a copy of the account of the operations of the artillery at the 
Biege of Sebastopol, printed by order of the War Department.

In the 
meantime open your purses and sympathies, and subscribe—at once 
—to the Harrison Fund. 

To turn from one pertinent (or impertinent) subject to another. 
Who has not heard of Douglas Jerrold? Who has not heard of his 
accomplished son, Mr, Blanchard Jerrold? Reador—exuso us and 
imitate our example.—we stood ia Mr. Dou glas Thompson's class 
last week at the Royal Academy of Music. Mr. Jerro 1d, not unskilled 
in elocution, went into the “rifle corps” of elocution, and did his 
work well, learning much—not from ourselves, but from Mr. Douglas 
Thompson. Without an “advertisement,” join at once Mr.Thompson’s 
class. Above all, attend Mr. Jerrold’s for thcoming lectures on “ Tho 
Employer and the Employed.” Mr. Jerr old—very able with the 
pen — acquired his elocution (the power of reaching the ears 
of many) through the assistance of Mr. ‘Thompson. We 
ourselves have profited by Mr. Thompson's skill; and it 
would be well if our clergy would avail themselves of Mr. 
Thompson's assistance. The art of speaking well is a study shamoe- 
fully neglected. In many of our first-class schools, public and pri- 
vate, we find youths who write Greek and Latin verses fit for 
Ascham or Busby, but who have not the art of speaking—proporly. 

There has been a frightful pulsation in Art—and on what point? 
The election, on Tuesday, of two Associates to the forlorn twenty 
of the Royal Academy of Arts in England. Who are to be electod ? 
Will the forty favoured run contrary to public opinion and elect 
the two who give good dinners (not bad things) and pass by the 
two—skilled in drawing and in colours, though poor—who under- 
stand their art, and make it every way intelligible to the refined 
and to the,unrefined! We care not. 

We seldom refer to contemporaries; in literature there is a 
graceful non-recognition of fellow-writera for the press. We 
are the Great Unknown; but We will not pass by three or four 
excellent articles in the Atheneum of last month upon Lord 
Chancellor Bacon. They are written —why should we conceal his 
name !—by the editor, Mr. Hepworth Dixon; and, in spite o: their 
flavour of Macaulay taint and manner, are trustworthy and new, 

It was said by ‘a wit the other day—we dare not mention his name 
—that ‘‘the sole ambition of an author of the present day is to 
have a magazine of his own.” What Nelson wanted, a gazette, 
and did not get, authors are now obtaining without any kind of 
difficulty. 

We eeldom travel into praise. But we are happy to think that 
Mr. Phelps, that skilled actor of our fathers’ school, is stepping 
westward, and is to have a theatre in the West—is to have the 
Princess’, Many hands will crack loudy together to give Mr. Phelps 
awarm reception. ‘ Mr. Phelps,” said aman of the Kemble and 
Kean school, “is a first-rate actor. Colley Cibber would have 
praised him in his f amous ‘ Apology.’” 

There is a little “‘club” in London which desorves to be known. 
It flourishes almost without subscriptions, but lives on wit and 
wine, on fun and Barclay and Perkins. It is called ‘‘ The Savages ”— 
not from the Savage made immortal by Johnson: It is not a little 
Garrick, but it includes within its walls many men well known in 
letters and art. These men are to give US a play that will not 
dwindle to a farce, and to give it to us before many months are over. 
We could tell a great deal about it, but we are on the reserve. 
*« More anon,” as Mr. George Hodder observes in one of his ablest 
publications. 

The “0O.P.” row at the British Museum is at anend. Birds are to 
fly to Kensington, books are to remain at Bloomsbury. Owen has 
lost, Panizzi has won. For our own parts we would preserve the 
birds anywhere—the dodo included; but we must have our books 
accessible and omnipresent over everything, Elgin and Layard like, 
Banks and Livingstone like. We thank you, Mr. Gentlemen Trustees.

FINE ARTS. 
SOCIETY OF FEMALE ARTISTS. 

TE lady-painters of England, for the fourth annual exhibition of 
their works, have located themselves in the gallery of the New 
Society of Painters in Water Colours, which, t s to the tasteful 
arrangements of the lady secretary, Mrs. Dundas Murray, has at 
once an attractive and businesslike air. We congratulate the 
members of this society upon their industry and spirit in the pursuit 
of an art for which, under the conditions of older art-institutions 
they had few and precarious facilities. Of the three hundred and 
odd works now exhibited about a fifth are copies from old masters ; 
the rest comprise every range of subject, except the highest historic, 
and are of various degrees of merit. In what concerns fancy and 
invention the fair artists show themselves well able to hold their own 
against the world ; in tasteful selection of natural objects, as fruit, 
flowers, and glim of landscape and domestic life, they some- 
times have the advantage of their male compeers; but, with the 
exception of a few names, here the commendation must end. 
Judging from the works placed before us on the present occasion, 
the apd gem greg of England have yet much to learn in the tech- 
nicalities of art, as in the mixing of colours, the use ot vehicles, the 
mysteries of chiaroscuro and aerial effect, and all those graces of 
treatment upon which the highest charm of the pictorial art depends. 
lt may seem very ungallant in us to say all this; but we must speak 
the truth, or be silent ; and, having given expression to this general 
remark, it may, perhaps, serve as an excuse for our not going 
through the exhibition to the extent we otherwise should have done 
to notice matters in detail. 

There are, however, some works in the collection of unquestion- 
able merit, perhaps in a sufficient amount to redeem the sisterhood 
as a body from the sweeping imputations of mediocrity implied in 
the above remarks, Mrs. Elizabeth Murray, of Teneriffe, five 
pieces, of different sizes and treatment, which all, spite of a little 
carelessness of handling here and there, serve to maintain the high 
reputation she has already acquired. The principal of these is one 
entitled ‘‘ Adoration and Admiration,” an original and somewhat 
daring subject, representing a very pretty young damsel at her de- 
votions betore the crucifix, whilst the priest for an instant looks upon 
her, toadmire. ‘ The Island Beauty, Gregoria Carilla,” is a striking 
study of a fine creole female head. *‘ Just Awake! the Picture of 
My Boy,” is another portrait subject, boldly treated; but, for a 
youth reclining on his couch and just emerging from sleep, 
it is too staring, and wants the ap ce of repose. Mrs, 
Morgaret Robinson shows the teaching and the style of one of the 
finest draughtsmen of the day in her scene from “ The Vicar of 
Wakefield,” “‘ Olivia and Sophia in their Sunday Finery;" and in a 
rustic group, ‘‘ Strawtwisting in the Highlands;” but the colour in 
both is, unfortunately, hard and opaque. Mrs. Lee Bridell (late Miss 
E. Fox) attempts a mystic poetic subject in ‘The Beggar Boy and 
the Christchild,” from a German Christmas legend, and with consi- 
derable success. ‘‘ The Watercress-gatherers,” by Miss Cordelia 
Walker, and “‘ The Ballad Singer,” by Miss Alice Walker, with many

FViowers, 
fruit, and stillife subjects, more or less successfully accomplished, 
are exhibited by Miss Lance, Mies James, Mrs, Withors, aud Miss 
Emma Walker. 

Borrorp’s Panorama or Venice.—Mr. Burford, assisted by 
Mr. Selous, has just completed a fine panorama of the marble city of 
the isles, which is now on view at the Gallery in Leicester-square. 
The view is taken from a central point in the great square of St. 
Mark, and the most commanding teature is the celebrated Basilica 
of St. Mark, with its strange combination of almost ali the styles of 
architecture, and its grand mosaics, executed at various periods, 
between the fourteenth and eighteenth centuries, and which are still 
in fine preservation. The Ducal Palace, the stupendous Campanile, 
the Churches of Santa Maria de Salute, St. Maire, Sauta Maria 
Gloriosa, 1l Giovanni e Paolo, &., all form striking objects, sur- 
rounding the buildings of the grand square, which, wit its fino 
architectural treatment aud the varied and busy life displayed in it, is 
a picture in itself. The scene is supposed to be sketched duriag the 
period of the Carnival, and on the one side we have various groups 
of merrymakers appropriate to that festive occasion, whilst on tue 
other is a long and stately procession entering the portals of the 
Cathedral. A glimpse here and there of the Layune and the distant 
hills near Padua diversify the scene, which on so many accouats is 
one of unequalled grandeur and interest. 








MUSIC. 


Of the expected novelties at the Royat Enatisa Overa one 
has appeared—Mr. Henry Leslie's operetta, entitled “ Romaace,” 
which was produced on Thursday. ext week we shall give somo 
account of this piece and its performance.

The oa —_ 
ern portion of the archipelago is about eighty 
per iy distant from F omens ; on the north- 
west the coast of China lies distant about 
three hundred miles ; and Borneo is forty- 
five miles south of the extreme southern 
island of the group. The whole group 
abounds with volcanic formations. They 
were discovered by Magellan, the famous 
Spanish navigator, in 1521, and were named 
after Philip II. of Spain, then Prince of 
the Asturias, and since that time the Spa- 
niards have held possession of the islands. 
In 1762 the English troops made a descent 
upon Manilla, captured it in ten days after 
landing, and compelled the Governor, who 
was an Archbishop, to By, a ransom of four 
millions of dollars (£862,500), on condition 
that the sack of the town should last only 
three hours. Not more than a fourth part 
of the stipulated sum was paid, however, in 
cash, as the Governor “‘ gave a bill” for the 
balance on the Treasury of Madrid, which, 
of course, was dishonoured when pre- 
sented for payment. By the Treaty of 
Paris we had to restore Manilla to Spain 
after an occupation of ten months, his 
famous —- was under the command 
of Sir William Draper, and the letters of 
Junius on the subject and replies of Sir 
William ‘must be familiar to many of our 
readers.

Sir William Charles Ross, whose 
death we have recently had occa- 
sion to announce, is entitled to a 
lace of no mean importance in the 
Litany (of the, modern Baits 
of painting. He was 
last very eminent practitioner of 
his day in an art which photo- 
graphy, plain and coloured, is now 
rapidly pushing from its place; 
and, as miniature-painter to the 
Queen and Court, he occupied in 
his own peculiar department much 
the same pre-eminence and in- 
fluence which Lawrence did in his. 
The high-born scions and aristo- 
cratic beauties of the nineteeath 
century will owe much to the judi- 
cious ideal treatment and the im- 
proving pencils of both, which, 
without departing from the actual 
truth of portraiture, had the tact 
to seize upon the pleasantest points 
of truth, and to turn ,them to the 
best account. 

But, although miniature-paint 
ing was the speciality to which 
this artist chiefly devoted himself 
in the more active part of his 
career, it was not that in which he 
commenced life. Born in London, 
in 1794, he was by parentage 
almost predestined to the profession 
of an artist; his father, being a 
teacher of drawing and miniature- 
painter of some standing, and his 
mother, the sister of Anker Smith, 
the engraver, being herself an 
artist of some ability. At ten 
years of age he was entered as a 
student at the Royal Academy. 
Historical art first employed his 

ncil, aud when in his thirteenth 
year (1807) he gained the prize of a 
silver palette at the Society of Arts 
for a copy in chalk of Smith's 
engraving of ‘‘ The Death of Wat 
Tyler.” Other prizes quickly fol- 
lowed—in 1808 the silver medal 
and £20 from the same society i ag 
an original drawing, ‘‘The Judg- 
ment of Solomon ;” in 1809 the 
large silver palette for a miniature 
of *‘ Venus and Cupid ;’ in 1810 
the silver medal and £20 for a 
drawing of ‘“‘Samusl Presented 
before Eli;” in 1811 the silver 
medal for a drawing of ‘‘ The 
Triumph of Germanicus;” and in 
1817 the society's gold medal for 
a painting, “‘The Judgment of 
Brutus,” and the Royal Academy 
silver medal for an academical

ever was miniature-painter so run 
after. His sitters comprise a whole 
generation of the Court, the Peer- 
age, and the Parliament. 

In 1837 he was appointed minia- 
ture-painter to her Majesty, who had 
recently acceded to the throne, and 
who has sat to him more than once. 
In the following year he was elected 
an Associate of the Royal Academy. 
The coveted degree of R.A. followed 
in Kebruary, 1542, and soon after- 
wards he received the honour of 
knighthood. When the great car- 
toon competition in connection with 
the decoration of the new Houses 
of Parliament was instituted Sir 
W. Ross sent in anonymously a 
cartoon, measuring ten feet eight 
inches square, representing ‘‘ The 
Angel Raphael Discoursing with 
Adam,” wh'ch obtained one of the 
additional premiums of £100, and 
which proved that he had not lost 
his love for large subjects nor the 
power of hand necessary for their 
treatment. 

Within the last year or two ill- 
health has confined Sir W. Roses 
very much to his house, and his 
exhibited works have been compa- 
ratively few. He died on the 20th 
cf January, in his sixty-sixth year. 
Inj{the Art-Journal for 1849 "it is 
mentioned that Sir W. Ross’s works 
had already numbered two thou- 


sand and fifty. The rumler has, 
of course, consideral'y increased 
since.

these réunions by exerting their talents gratuitously ; and the con-

WALSALL FREE LIBRARY. 


Tue Act, obtained by Mr. Ewart, authorising the establishment and 
support of free libraries and museums to be supported by local rates, 
not ex2eeding one penny in the pouee, has not been largely put in 
operation in the country generally. In two towns in Staffordshire, 
however, Lichfield and Walsall, its provisions have been adopted. 

The building at Walsall, erected from the design of Messrs.

A New Brack.—M. Goffin has prepared from the Boghead 
cannel coal a black at once dense, divisible, homogeneous in all its parts, 
and reducible to a state of very great tenuity. The calcination of the coal 
is effected in close chambers cr in gas furnaces, to obtain illuminating gas. 
The coke is then reduced into powder by a mill, or by passing through 
cylinders. The black thus obtained may eae gf replace ivory- 
black, lampblack, and animal charcoal, in many of their industrial applica- 
tions.—Cosmos. 

Stereoscopic Guasses ror Sinete Pictures.—Professor 
Wharton Jones has invented glasses which give a stereoscopic effect to single 
pictures of any kind viewed through them with both eyes. These glasses, 
mounted in the eyepieces of a binocular, opera, or field glass, or in common 
spectacle frames, also bring out in a wonderful manner, and with increased 
stereescopic effect, objects ut some distance, such as the actors on the stage, 
scenery, &c., and enables us, in viewing the natural landscape, to determine 
with greater exactness the relative position and the projecting or receding 
of distant objects. 


LECTURES AT THE ROYAL INSTITUTION. 

Dr. Epwin LanKester, on Saturday last, gave an introductory lecture to 
his course on ‘“‘ The Animal Kingdom in relation to the Industry of Man.” 
He first gave a sketch of the relations of the external world to man, und 
then drew more particular attention to the chemical elements and com- 
pounds found in animal substances. He contrasted the properties of 
cellulose, the principal substance of the structure of plants, with gelatine, 
which constitutes the cell-basis of animals. The Jatter substance, com- 
bined with phosphate of lime, carbonate of lime, and other salts, con- 
stituted the distinguishing features of ani:c 1 substances. The chemical 
and physical properties of these substances Were then examined, and the 
lecturer announced that he should treat his subject in future lectures 
according to a natural MS. history classification. 

Proressor TynDALL delivered his third lecture on “ Light” on Thursday, 
January 26. By a series of brilliant and instructive experiments the 
professor showed that in a pure spectrum no colour is produced by the 
overlapping of other colours ; that absorption is the quenching of rays of 
light within a body ; and that coloured bodies absorb all the coloured rays 
except their own. The electric light was sent through glasses containing 

, port wine, litmus water, asolution of permanganate of potash, cabbage 
liquor, potash, &c. The changes of colour produced by introducing chemical 
foe ey (acids and alkalis) into some of these were remarkably displayed. 
Perfect opacity is sremnces by the combination of transparent coloured 
substances ; red and blue glasses combined making black. ‘The colours of 
leaves aud flowers were shown to be not pure, but mixed. The remarkable 
fact was mentioned that the solar spectrum is not perfectly continuous 
throughout, but is crossed by a multitude of fine dark lines, the rays cor- 
responding to which are missing. These lines are named, after their dis- 
coverer, Fraunhofer. The spectrie obtained from the moon and planets give 
spectra with dark lines, like the spectrum of the sun; but the spectra of 

fixed stars differ from the sun’s, and frum each other's, in this respect. 
By a series of beautiful experiments it was also shown that the spectrum of 
the electric spark varies with the substances between which the spark 
passes. The voltaic arcs obtained from metals (copper, zinc, brass, &c.) 
emitted distinct groups of rays of different refrangibilities. The spectra of 
such arcs consist, therefore, of series of brilliant bands of different colours. 

Proresson OWEN’s LECTURE ON THE CEREBRAL (OR Brain) Ciassiri- 
CATION OF THE MAMMALIA.—In this lecture were traced the progres 
sive steps in the classification of the mammalia from the time of 
Aristotle to that of Ray, Linnzeus, and Cuvier. Admitting the great 
superiority of the last-named naturalist, Professor Owen pointed out certain 
defects in his system—shown by the sloth being put above the horse, the 
mole above the lynx, the bat above the dog, the duck-billed quadruped 
(ornithorhynchus) above the elephant—which had led him, many years ago, 
to seek for some truer basis of classification than the teeth, claws, hoofs, 
nipples, &c., which had afforded grounds of division to previous classifiers. 
This true basis he believed to be afforded by the structure of the brain. 
The professor then proceeded to describe the variations of cerebral structure 
which he had met with in dissecting the numerousrare quadrupeds which had 
died from time to time at the Zoological Gardens, arranging these variations 
gradationally into four principal modifications, expressed by the terms /ycin- 
cephala, or loose brains ; liscencephala, or smooth brains ; lyrencephala, or 
wave brains ; and archencephalu, or chief brains. The last modification was 
ag ge exclusively by mankind, and proved our species not merely to 

e the representative of a distinct genus and order, but of a distiact pri- 
mary sub-class in the mammalianseries. Professor Owen, in the course of his 
illustrations, alluded to the aye-ayeof Madagascar, an extremely rare quad- 
ruped, of which a specimen had been lately sent to the British Museum by the 
Hon. H. Sandworth, Colonial Secretary at the Mauritius. This was the 
first specimen of the kind which had reached England, and the only one 
which had reached Europe since the time of Buffon. it was the Sciurus 
Madagascariensis of Linnzeus, and the Ciiromys of Cuvier, and remained as 
they had placed it in the latest mammalogical systems (as those of Vischer 
and Van der Hoeven) amongst the Rodentia. The application of the cerebr: 
character proved, however, that if was a modified monkey or lemur. t 
lives principally on caterpillars, which burrow in the hard wood of forcst- 
trees; and the little squirrellike animal has its dentition modified for 
gnawing down to the grub, and it has one finger curiously lengthened 
and attenuated, and terminated by a claw, for dragging out the grub 
from its burrow. The lecture was illustrated by figures of the aye-aye, 
drawn by Joseph Wolf, and by numerous lifelike figures of other quadru- 
peds by the same eminent artist ; also by diagrams of the priacipal struc- 
tures of the brain, and a table of the classification founded thereon by the 
professor, 

Professor Owen, on Tuesday last, delivered his fourth Iccture on fossil 
reptiles. He gave an interesting a:count of the discovery of the remarkable 
footprints of the archegosaurus in the coal strata of North America, in 
1844, by Dr. King, of Greensburg, Pennsylvania, and dwelt particularly ou 
the remarkable anatomical structure of that strange animal—a huge com- 
pound of the frog andthe fish. The professor then introduced his audience 
to the cheirotherium (cheir, the hand; ther:um, a wild beast), celebrated for 
its handlike footprints so abundant in the sandstones of Cheshire, Warwick- 
shire, &c. It is now included among the labyrinthodons, from the beautiful 
complexity apparent in the section of its teeth, which was made known by 
Professor Owen in 1839. The sauropterygia (or winged lizards) will be dis- 
cussed in the next lecture. 














OBITUARY OF EMINENT PERSONS. 


LORD NORTH. 

Tue Right Hon. Dudley North, Lord North, was the eldest son of Francis 
North, sixth and present Earl of Guilford, by his second wife (his first 
died without issue), Harriet, daughter of Lieutenant-General Sir Henry 
Warde, G.C.B. He was born August 7, 1829; and married, Oct. 17, 1850, 
Charlotte Maria, third daughter of the Hon. and Rev. William Eden, 
Rector of Bishopsbourne, by his wife, the Dowager Lady Grey de Ruthyn. 
Lord North has had by this union three sons, who, with their mother, 
survive to deplore his untimely death, which occurred at Wateringbury, 
Kent, on the 28th ult. His eldest son, Dudley Francis, a youth in his ninth 
year, consequently becomes the heir apparent of his grandfather, the 
venerable Earl of Guilford. 








JOHN EDDOWES SPARROWE, ESQ. 

Mr. J. E. Sparrowe, who died suddenly at Ipswich on the 24th of January, 
at the age of seventy-one, was descended from theSparrowes, of Somersham, 
one of the most ancient families in the county and the town. Of their 
remote ancestors one was the Esquire of Wentworth of Nettlestead, in the 
county of Suffolk, and hed by his side at the battle of Hexham, in 1463. 
His fidelity to his chief has been commemorated in some elegant stanzas. 
Another of the family fell at the battle of Bosworth Field; and a third 
represented the borough of Ipswich in Parliament at the time when Car- 
dinal Wolsey was planning a collegiate establishment for his own 
birthplace. The residence of the family in Ipswich, still standing, with its 

k oak and its curious emblematical Sgures, is 
one of the greatest objects of interest to antiquarians in the county, and is 
domestic architecture of the 
Tudors. It was erected in 1567, and has been inhabited by the Sparrowes 
for nearly three centuries without interruption. In this house, according

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SKETCHES IN PARLIAMENT. 


THERE is no predication on a Tuesday what will be the disposition of 
the House of Commons on a Wednesday ; or any prophecy on Thurs- 
day how public spirit will evoke itself in the first hours of Friday, 
Ministers went to bed early on the first night of the Session, under 
the influence of a Parliamentary soothing syrup, to find themselves 
surrounded at one o'clock next day by a crowd of excited indepen- 
dent members, each holding out his own little cup of bitter tonic, to 
be forced immediately on the reluctant palates of responsible officials, 
under the notion that their weak condition required a sudden admi- 
nistration of strengthening astringents. By a lucky chance Mr. 
Gladstone was present at a morning sitting, and he soon dissipated the 
idea that he at least required stimulants on the score of being wanting in 
vigour. Nevertheless, there was a voice of warning, coming from their 
ovn side of the House, which was probably not without its effect on 
Ministers, and no doubt caused whippers-in to count anxiously their 
lists of Parliamentary supporters of the Government, and to recon- 
sider, and perhaps modify, their marks against each name, signi- 
ficant of loyalty or lukewarmness, as the case might be. One idea was 
evidently at the bottom of the outburst on this occasion, which had 
already occurred to more than one outside observer, and that was 
why the Legislature had been called together a fortnight earlier than 
usual if all great measures were to be held in abeyance for a month 
to come? It is more than likely that Mr. Gladstone, who could not 
have been alone in the perception of this peculiarity, with his usual 
readiness, made his declaration of che very proximate production of 
the Budget, an impromptu, in order to meet the difficulty which was 
palpably arising ; and, as he has been a good deal absent from the 
House after five o’clock since, he has probably been cramming three 
weeks’ preparation into one. 

Mr. Bouverie is one of the perpetual Whig office-bearers who has 
been crowded out of the present Ministerial programme in conse- 
quence of the coalition arrangements. There is a place vacant, 
which has been dangling before the eyes of aspirants for a long time, 
as the giving away of good things go, which would just suit this right 
hon. gentleman. It is just possible that it was with a view to settle 
contending claims in his favour that he made a vigorous and, truth 
to say, a very amusing effort to obtain for Governments in general 
an escape from a formidable series of badgerings which they have 
to encounter every Friday night on the motion for adjournment to 
Monday. No doubt the matter has two very decided sides: there 
is great inconvenience in the delay of Government business on that 
night, but itis clear that it is a favourable opportunity in the 
abstract for the bringing forward of subjects which rather need 
ventilation than legislative action. The real cause, however, of the 
tenacity with which the free lances of the House stick to the 
privilege lies, we fancy, in the fact thatthe chatter of Friday affords 
compensation for the enforced silence of the two following days, 
while it also gives Parliamentary importance to many a gentleman who 
may intend to spend Saturday and Sunday within speaking distance of 
his constituents. The dispute might well be compromised by making 
Thursday the Government night, and giving up the Friday, pure and 
simple, to the ruck of memberhcod. 

It is a crying pity that Mr. Bright should persist in so narrowing 
his mind as to give up to Lancasbire what was meant for mankind. 
How is it that he will have it that whatever is not agitated in the 
two great northern counties is non-existent anywhere else? To what 
an extent the contracting process has operated on his ideas may be 
judged front the circumstance that he has gone the length of 
protesting against the disturbance of ancient usages—provided they 
exist in his own district, a qualification which was elicited by the 
ironical cheers of gentlemen opposite. 

Io the dearth of great questions during the past week there has 
been opportunity for the student in the gallery to observe the 
development of personal peculiarities of which this little touch of 
Mr. Bright isa specimen. Running on in this vein, it may be re- 
marked that the fears of those purists who anticipated awful things 
from the admission of Jews to Parliament would be mightily allayed 
if they could look on at the attitude assumed by the present occu- 
pants of seats in the House by members of that persuasion. As far 
as some steady observation has gone, we have been unable to detect 
the appearance in their places on auy occasion of the two Rothschilds 
this Session. Mr. Alderman Salomons flits restlessly about the bar 
and lower benches ea: ly in the evening, and has been seldom seen 
since then; while as to the last addition to the Jewish section of the 
House nothing can be more sad and desolate than his aspect. He 
creeps into the House with timid tread, sits alone and apart all night, 
ne man consorting with him, not even the only one of his coreligion- 
ists who has been in attendance; while the embarrassment about his 
hat, and the mental debate as to whether he shall wear it or not which 
ordinarily besets new members, is evidently appallingly distracting. 

Every one knows that the members for S ‘eftield have each his own 
prominence in the House. There is an identity, too, about them, inas- 
much as they both seem to consider their senatorial duty to consist 
in the deliverance of a continued protest against all and sundry that 
turns up in their way. But thereis this difference between their 
effect on the House : the one never fails to impress, something in the 
way that a first-class melodramatic actor may be supposed to do, by 
his intensity; while the other now cannot open his mouth even to 
second a motion without being, as Scrub says, ‘‘ laughed at most 
consumedly.” Why this is, only those who are among the initiated 
can tell; but it is a cruel sort of hunting-to-death way which the 
House has, and which is innate and involuntary. 

It may be satisfactory to the largest constituency in the kingdom 
to know that the talking member for the Tower Hamlets preserves 
in its a wr) the sickly sweetness of his eloquence. It is astonishing 
how good a speaker this honourable gentleman is, how full of 
point and illustration, and even of idea and purpose, his 
speeches are ; and we cannot but feel sorry that he should not spare 
a little to correct his tendency to redundancy, and a lispingness, not 
of utterance, but of manner, and a sort of sugaring, or rather 
honeying, over of his style, which causes his speeches to be so 
cloying. 

On a@ special occasion this week—which does not concern 
people out of doors much, but which was notable for an almost 
universal admission in the House that members cannot possibly be 
honest and fair in a Parliamentary sense—it was observed that a rival 
to Mr. Bernal Osborne in what may be called the dragooning style of 
speechmaking has sprung up in Captain Leicester Vernon. This 
gentleman is known to bea Tubade amateur actor and mimic, and 
one could not but be struck, on the occasion in question, with the 
idea that, in replying to Mr. Osborne, he was indulzing his peculiar 
faculty. It was very good in its way ; and Mr. Disraeli ought to notice 
and cherish the talent for this sort of thing on his side of the 
House which has been develo 

In the debate on the shipping interest which was initiated by 
Mr. Lindsay, and in which so much was talked that might have been 
called ‘‘ bunkum,” if it were not, perhaps, more appropriate to call 
it “‘oakum,” there was exhibited a feat unparalleled in the annals of 
talk. An hon. member for a great port literally spoke, and well too, 
for more than an hour, at the top of a mighty voice, without once 
drawing breath, and without so much cessation as would be repre- 
sented by a comma. One’s own breath was held in very sympathy 
as he rushed impetuously along. By-the-by, nothing could be better 
than Mr. Milner Gibson’s management of the debate on the part of the 
Government —it was eminently tactical and forcible at the same time. 

Listening afterwards to a dissertation on the question of bribery 
and corruption by two gentlemen of the long robe, of more or less 
eminence, one could not but call to mind a recent observation of 
Sir Cresswell Cresswell in the Court of Probate. Referring to an 
opinion of a medical witness which was laid down in reference to the 
competency of a person to make a will, the learned Judge empha- 
tically said, ‘‘ Gentlemen of the bar will be glad to mark that the 
repeating of the same thing over and over again is not to be taken as 
@ necessary indication of mental incapacity.” It is sad that in 
contemplating our august representative assembly one should find 
oneself obliged to be nothing if not critical. 





FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN ITALY. 

;, TURIN. 
At last there comes a gleam of light through the lowering cloud 
that has so long os | over the fate of Italy. ‘‘ England has gained 
the upper hand. land is in the dant. England, effec- 
tually aroused, and no longer the slave of a foolish terror of invasion, 
but confident in herself, has pronounced, and Italy is to be free.” 
Such is the language I have heard from more than one of those who, 
by station and capacity, have the right to speak their sentiments 
on this eventful crisis of their country. 

There is, indeed, no other version of the late change which has 
come over the policy of France than that the Emperor has yielded 
to the views ard arguments of ow; Cabinet. The fall of M. 
Walewski has no other significance. It means this or nothing. 
Every one in the slightest y a acquainted with the course of 
events in Paris is aware that M. Walewski was nevor the Fo 
Minister of his master beyond the forms of office life and the 
daily duties of the bureau; but still, such is the influence 
of the mere channel through which acts are conveyed—so 
much is there in the agency of either promptitude or delay— 
so much reliance are men disposei to feel in those who enjoy 
mere access to Kings and Kaisers—that M. Walewski possessed 
an amount of reputation very little in accordance with his real power 
or influence. At all events he represented—so far as sucha a 
could—an influence always disposed to regard England with cold- 
ness, and ever eager to contract some other alliance than ours. The 
smaller diplomatic mts, too—envoys and chargés-d’affaires of in- 
ferior note—invariably took their tone from him ; so that there was a 
a poe infusion of his opinions going ou even when higher counsels 

pronounced against them. The instructions which these agents 
received all came from M. Walewski himself, who doubtless knew how 
to temper his master’s sentiments with the spirit of his own wishes. 

His retirement is, then, the announcement that the Emperor will 
no longer be thwarted in his own’ resolves, and that whatever be the 
ws he adopts it shall be faithfully carried out. Now, M. 

houvenel is‘no friend of England—such as, for instance, we should 
call M. Persigny. All his Eastern policy was not only opposed to 
ours, but, like most of those who represent great countries at 
Constantinople, he became a subtle intriguant—deep in all the 
schemes of rival pachas, and seeking to c out the objects of his 
Government by the deep arts of a partisan. From his known ability 
and astuteness it will require all the energy and watchfulness of our 
Foreigh Office to prevent such a man obtaining an undue ascendancy 
at this time. Of course, ifthe Emperor means to act in a straight- 
forward agreement with us, we have no need to trouble our heads 
about M. Thouvenel, who will be his agent and no more; still, there 
is n of caution, for ever since M. Walewski’s fall many of the 
smaller agents of diplomacy aver that they have receved no other 
instructions than what they had previously received from him. 

Many persons are at a loss to discover why there should be any 
difference in the views of France and England regarding — The 
discussion of the point would be too long for my present limits; 
enough that I can say there are very sufficient reasons why England 
should take care that the nation which goes ‘“‘to war for an idea 
should not be recompensed by a territory.” One thing is certainly 
clear—England can have no secret object to gain by the enfranchise- 
ment of Italy ; our wishes for the independence of this le can- 
not expose us to any charge of self-interest. A great and united 
Italy, if another strong guarantee for the peace of Europe, would 
also be, in time, another a rival in trade and commerce. 

As regards the future of Italy there is great news. M. Buoncompagni 
has been sent for by telegraph, and the rumour gave that the policy 
of hesitation and uncertainty is at last to be abandoned, and real and 
effective means undertaken to carry out annexatiou to its fullest 
extent. 

Some Tuscan troops are to be immediately sent off to Piedmont, 
and in their place the Piedmontese are to form the garrison of Flo- 
rence. Ina word, a few days of the Cavour Administration promise 
to make Congress unnecessary, and consequently we may at last 
hope to see an end of the Italian difficulty. 

The above letter frem our Correspondent in Italy was in type last 
week, but was, with other articles, unavoidably deferred. The letter 
which follows, from the same Correspondent, was received on Tues- 
day last :— 





TURIN, 

The last week here, however actively passed by M. Cavour and his 
colleagues, has been for the public a mere blank. In default of 
actual events we usually console ourselves with rumours; but even 
this last frail resource has failed. It is, indeed, most singular to 
perceive the sort of truce, the standstill, all parties in Italy have 
now come to; for it is neither from weariness nor exhaustion, but 
simply the profound conviction entertained, that he who moves now 
must do so to his detriment. The Codini, as the Grand Ducal party 
is called in Tuscany, affect a degree of confidence in the firmness of 
the Pope which certainly no feature of the present aspect of their 
cause can inspire; but they own that the commercial policy of the 
French Emperor, which draws more closely the ties of the English 
alliance, is the worst tidings they have had for many aweek. By 
this confession | recognise how completely the policy of England 
has prevailed in the peninsula. With that luck that pertains to a 
Palmerston Cabinet the French Emperor found himself soenvironed by 
difficulties that no other courze was open to him than the adoption of 
the English view of affairs. To have carried out the projects of Villa 
franca would have been to discredit the war and outrage the [talian 
sentiment. To have hastily abandoned the pledges he had contracted 
there would have argued false faith, and so he waited and waited 
months long, till the one sole argument could prevail, and he was 
able to say—Let us do for Italy, not what we all imagine to be the 
best, but what is the best possible to be done. The restoration 
without force was clearly out of the question. ‘he return of Bologna 
to the hands of the Pope was equally ~~ ; and therefore the 
question arose—What lapse of time is to be deemed sufficient to es- 
tablish the fact of a popular will? How long must a nation live with- 
out a Government to prove it is worthy to have one? 

If disturbances should to-morrow break out in the Romagna or the 
Duchies, assuredly it would be unjust to charge them to any impa- 
tience of the people rather than to the harassing and ruinous ex- 
pectancy to which diplomacy has consigned them. To know how 
much these people have borne es the last ten months it must 
be remembered that strangers are thegreat resource by which the 
capital cities are maintained. There is no class, from the noble 
down to the laquais de place, that is not interested in this source 
of gain. Now, this has almost totally failed them, and the distress 
and want are excessive in consequence. With trade and commerce 
at a standstill, shopkeepers bankrupt and the artisans out of work, 
it was no small trial of skill to keep these countries from the horrors 
ofanarchy. Probably no amount of political cleverness could have 
done so had the people been destitute of hope; but Hope carried 
them on through all their troubles, and at this very moment Hope 
still sustains them. 

Ricasoli's difficulties are very great. It was only, as it were, the 
other day—that is, before the retirement of Walewski—that he had 
every reason to believe the Codini had the support and goodwill of 
the Emperor. The French Legation at Florence was regarded as 
the centre from which that party received advice and counsel. This 
may have been a mere delusion, but assuredly it was the current 
belief. Now, it was no small embarrassment for the head of a Pro- 
visional Government to find himself confronted with all the influence 
and weight of a great nation, itself resolved on the completion of a 
certain policy. That he has done so much, under the circumstances, 
is a proof of the man’s personal pluck and courage, and well demands 
from and all the recognition in her power to bestow. 

It is all very well for certain correspondents of journals to write 
furious letters home about illegal arrests aud arbitrary imprison- 
ments, but the great b:iame that might attach to the Tuscan Govern- 
ment # not on account of severity, but undue leniency. Men are 
not m7 | at large professing open enmity to the actual rulers of the 
State, but they hold meetings, confer and take counsel together 
and are in acknowledged correspondence with others at Rome an 
Vienna. That M. Ricasoli sees all this and dees not suppress it is 
entirely in submission to that public opixion which, in our day, is 
disposed to concede to an opponent in politics everything short of 
actual force. 








OUT-DOOR AMUSEMENTS. 
FEBRUARY. 
THE modern battue has been denounced by many writers as being 
extremely tame in comparison with such a day's shooting as our 
ancestors, with their double-barreled flint-and-steel guns, were wont 
to have. That the present system of driving pheasants to a body of 
“gunners” drawn out to receive them may, in some instances, be less 
exciting than the old-fashioned metLo of walking up the game we will 
not deny ; but there are exceptions to every rule, and we have often 
ourselves taken part in battues where the fatigue of walking was as 
great, and the difficulty of hitting the birds quite beyond that of by- 
e times. Can we do better than illustrate our argument by 
ying before our readers an account of a day’s shooting which we 
enjoyed in the county of Sussex a.D. 1825, and one we participated 
in A.D. 1859 in Staffordshire? Upon the former occasion the party, 
consisting of the noble owner of the fine ancestral hall under whose 
toof we were gathered, his eldest son, the late popular Baronet of 
Maresfield, a neighbouring squire, a young Oxonian, and myself, 
assembled in the breakfast-room at nine o'clock in the morning, and, 
after discussing that hearty English meal, proceeded to the coverts 
that skirted the park, where we were joined by the keepers, leading 
a team of spaniels and a brace of retrievers. Half-a-dozen beaters, 
with a man ona pony to the game, formed the retinue. 

Old John Tupper -so the head keeper was called—had seen more 
than sixty years roll over his head, yet he was as hale and hearty as 
a man of thirty; his ruddy cheeks were the picture of health ; his 
stalwart form, his erect figure, showed no sign of decreasing vigour ; 
and his eye, keen as a hawk’s, was as brilliant and lustrous as ever. 
His dress, for the sexagenarian was a rural Brummell, consisted of 
a Lincoin-green velveteen shooting-jacket, containing a multiplicit 
of pockets—among others a huge one, ‘ined with leather, in which 
all the woodcocks, snipes, and occasionally a fine hare were to be 
stowed away; a silk neckloth, of no vulgar birdseye pattern, but 
of that plain colour now termed Jeurre frais, ornamented with a 
gold pin, representing the beautiful bird imported from the banks of 
the River Phasis; a waistcoat of the same material as the jacket, 
dark corduroy breeches, laced boots, and cloth leggings of a drab 
hue, which showed off to perfection Old John’s symmetrical calves, 
of which he was, and any Bath chairman would have been, extremely 
proud. Tupper’s hat, save and except his Sunday one, was the only 

of his costume which was not on a piece with the rest, for, 
ving upon one occasion received the contents of a barrel in a bran 
new beaver (silk not being in prospective existence) from the erring 
aim of a cockney sportsman, his ‘‘ missus” had declared that a 
stronger covering was absolutely necessary to save both her 
husband's head and pocket; and an itinerant vender of wearing 
apparel, stationery, tools, guns, brooms, hearthrugs, brushes, 
crockery, books, teatrays, wicker-chairs, bellows, fryingpans, glass, 
boots, shoes, staylaces, cottons, candlesticks, savealls, and 
prints, having paid a visit to the neighbouring village, an 
order was given to ‘‘Cheap Jack” for two strong brown 
felt hats which ncither a stray shot nor a sharp thorn were 
likely to penetrate. John carried an immense piece of ordnance, 
in the shape ofa double barreled fowlingpiece, and a large stock of 
powder and shot. A line having been formed, with one beater to 
each “gunner,” we proceeded at asteady pace through a thickly- 
wooded covert. The well-trained spaniels, strong in the chest and 
loins, very short in the legs, were steady, keen, ebedient, and 
courageous, not a taint of the hound in their breed, not a wild 
babbler, putting up the game at a great distance, or quitting fluck 
for feather among them. The morning was bright and frosty, and, 
the game being plentiful, we soon commenced ogerations. As, how- 
ever, in the days we now treat of, no second gun was allowed, and 
every one had to load for himse!f, the word ‘‘ halt” was given, and 
not a bibed or quadruped moved until ‘‘ go on,” the signal for re- 
newing the attack, echoed through the plantations. ‘‘ Keep your 
line, gentlemen !’ shouted the veteran, in a stentorian voice, tading, 
sotto voce, to the young Oxonian, ‘‘ Nevervhink, Sir, of running forward 
or back for a dead or wounded hare or pheasant, for, in endeavour- 
ing to recover (John, we lament to say, called it “‘kiver,” schools 
not being, as now, plentiful as blackberries) the game, your life 
may be sacrificed.” ‘To the character of keeper, Tupper added that 
of preceptor; for, turning to myself, who had missed a fair shot, he 
said, ‘Take ample time, and aim at the head, always allowing a 
moderate advance for the bird's flight, which is, at first, very rapid.” 
** Let 'em rise !” exclaimed he, in disgust, to the squire, who had 
‘*‘killed” a bird wi hin twenty yards; ‘if master bad seen that, 
there would have been more than one blown up.” After traversing 
the wood, we made a circuit round the extremities, by which means 
we got at many a bird which had run or escaped from the interior. 
After a few hours with the “ long tails,” we stopped for a quarter of 
an hour at a snug rural homestead, ago to devoting the rest of 
the day to the “long bills;” for John had informed us that some 
woodcocks had been seen in Snelgrove covert, which, being free from 
hares and rabbits, and close to Lipcot stream, was a likely place to 
find them. Bread and cheese, w:th a glass of old October ale, having 
furnished our hasty lunch, we proceeded to the spot described by 
the keeper, not before, to the surprise of all the party, Sir John, 
who was an acute and zealous sportsman, had exchanged his gun for 
a shorter one, and his number four shot for number seven. Such 
an innovation was considered extraordinary; but the popular 
Baronet explained his motive in the following satisfactory manner, 
and made some of us wish we had adopted his “artful dodge.” ‘In 
a strong covert,” said he, ‘‘such as Snelgrove, where itis difficult 
to miove your arms amidst the branches of trees, this sized gun is 
the handiest, and, as small shot will fly thicker than large, thus 
multiplying the marksman’s chance, it will be found equally effiacious 
with larger, especially with woodcocks, who fall at a few pellets.” 
After a capital. two hours’ sport in covert—the wind having shifted 
to the south-west—we found many of these migratory birds in the 
wet pasturage of some rivers and a brook that ski the woods. 
Here ended our day's sport, which, upon counting our bag, was as 
follows:—Pheasants, 18; hares, 12; rabbits, 8; woodcocks, 5: 
total, 43 head. 

We now follow the hero of the nursery tale, and, putting on our 
 seven-leagued boots,” pass over a period of four-and-thirty years, 
and proceed from the county of Sussex to that of Staffordshire, 
reaching the hospitable home to which we were invited, a distance of 
132 miles from London, in less than half the time it formerly took 
us to go 60 miles into Sussex. On the morning when the cover- 
shooting commenced a pew of seven assembled in the breakfast- 
room, when a meal combining the substantial qualities of the olden 
time with the luxuries of the present was prepared; no sooner was 
it over than an open phaeton and a couple of ponies were at the deor. 
and, without loss of time, we proceeded to what our Continental 
neighbours would call le rendezvous de chasse.

After a five hours’ walk luncheon was announcec 
at some rural cottage, and consisted of a variety of homely indigenous 
English luxuries which the most fastidious could have indulged in with 
as much gusto as those who had toiled during the morning. Here the 
party were joined by the kind and amiable lady on whose brow the 
coroneted honours of an ancient house has falien, accompanied by 
her female friends.

hours of the day; but the exact idea as to the kind of hours they were had 
not entered theircraniums. Days must necessarily vary in length with the 
revolution of the earth round the sun—a fact with regard to which the 
Roman clepsydra was not constructed with sufficient accuracy to be free 
from error; it was only a clumsy affair. 

At length Galileo arom, and hit upon the correct idea of a timekeeper. He 
looked into the works of the great Architect of the universe, and minutely 
observed the laws by which those works were regulated. He had the 
advantage, too, offli after our own Bacon, from whom he had learned the 
value of facts. He set “lf to mapping out the heavens, and constructed 
glasses by which he viewed Jupiter and detected his satellites. Entering 
the.chspel at Pisa one day, he observed that the chandeli pended from 
the top of the building had been disturbed, and that, as a consequence of 
such disturbance, it was swinging to and fro in the air. He had before this 
spent a great deal of time in thought about the construction of a timekeeper, 
and, #8 he stood and looked at the chandelier swinging, he put his finger on 
his pulse and found that the wagging kept equal time. He at once 
said, if that be a law of nature, there is my timekeeper; for 
this motion led him to infer it toa puecy uf the pendulum that its vibra- 
tions, no matter what the length of arcs be, were performed in the same 
time. Two bundred years ago Holland stood high as to its commerce 
and the arts and seiences. There was living at that period in Amsterdam 
aman named Huyghens. This man had also turned his attention to the 
pendulum, and soon after this time succeeded yy | aclock. Just 
about the same time a man named Richard Harris, in London, also 
brought out a clock, and a good deal of squabbling ensued as to the 
settlement of the question, ‘‘Who really did make the first clock?” 
John Bull declared that his man was first in the field, and the 
Dutchmen avowed that theirs was. It mattered, however, very little 
which was Srst: the world got a clock between them, and that was 
sufficient. Having put the various wheels together, the great business 
was t» place them under the force of the pendulum, which was a work 
that took half a century to perfect. [t was at “— accomplished by the 
ntrodcuction of a and anescapement-wheel. In 1715 Graham invented 
a pendulum which worked so accurately that the clock lost only a single 
second in a day. Before his time it had been dificult to keep the pendulum 
equidistant in its movements, owing to the expansion by heat and contrac- 
tion by cold of the metals. Graham got the better of this difficulty by 
filling a columa with mercury, thereby making the cause of the error its 
own cure 

The year 1715, of which he had just spoken, was a busy time ; commerce 
Was exten and civ’ m was advancing, and men were becoming 
dissatisfied, which, in those days, as in all before and since, was always a 
good sign; that was, suppos the cause could be removed, for it was 
no use being discontented if the cause cf discontent could not be re- 
moved. They were discontented because the clock was not portable—be- 
cause they could not put it into their pockets (Laughter). At length, how- 
ever, the thing was done, and done by an Englishman too. Dr, Hooke was 
tho frst man to convert the clock into a watch. His first t difficulty 
was how to deal with the pendulum : it required a perpendicular position 
or it would stop. He put in an axis and made a balance-wheel; but then he 
had to get rid of the weight. To accomplish this he took a ribbon of steel 
and made a mainspring, and tempered it so that when wound up it tended 
to unovil, the force of which served the place of weights. He found 
difficulty in making the balance and the beat keep uniform time; he re- 
quired certain weight, certain division, acd certain beat. He, therefore, de- 
termined upon a young mainspring—an elastic force—to control the whole. 

In talking upon the watch it was scarcely fair to leave out the chrono- 
meter, by which the longitude at sea was ascertained. The fifty years 
following the year 1715 were very important ones. The press had 
begun ite mighty work, commerce had rapidly increased, Columbus had 
served and su the world, and ships could no longer go bumping 
against rocks—(Laughter)—as matters not very hard to Tear (Renewed 
laughter), A chronometer was wanted, and must be had, to take the 
longitude at sea. Some men went to the Commons on the subject ; but the 
Commons, for once in the history of the Parliament, came to a wise 
decision, aud that was that a! knew nothing about it. Newton said, get 
a proper timekeeper, and the t! is done at once : for time was space, and 
space was time. The Commons offered a premium for a chronometer that 
should be accurate enough for this purpose ; and at length Harrison, after 
forty years’ labour, succeeded in producing an instrument which, on being 
sent out to the West Indies and back lost only two seconds in two years. 
He went to the Commons for the £20,000 they had offered for such an 
instrument, but they were shabby enough to refuse to pay. After Harri- 
son came Mudge, Arnold, and Hernshaw The last named found out how 
to overcome an error in the construction of this instrument arisin 
from the expansion and contraction of the metal. He found tha 
different metals were acted upon differently. He therefore mingled 
brass and steel, in the proportion of seven of the former and four of 
the latter. From that time any difficulty in watchmaking could be 
by going to Hernshaw. Indeed, it had been rendered so simple by 
him that now any fool could be a watchmaker; he (the lecturer) was one 
himself (Roars of laughter). From that moment it was no longer—JVhat to 
make, but how to make it? That was the question to be decided. His 
theory was that every man who bad a head ought to have a watch. A man 
must be considered behind the times, a little below the mark, who could do 
without a watch nowadays (Laughter)

The presentation of the “ One Thousand-Guinea Testimonial ” 
to Dr. F. R. Lees, the well-known temperance advocate, took place in the 
Townhall, Leeds, on Thursday se’nnight. 

A large meeting of the ironmasters of Scotland was held in 
Glasgow yesterday week, when it was unanimously resolved to resist the 
demand for an increase of wages made by the operative colliers and miners, 

The action for libel brought by Lord Brougham against Mr. 
Atkinson, the proprietor of the Westmorland Gaz:tte, was withdrawn last 
Saturday; the defendant having offered an ample apology. 

The Liverpool Reform Club have adopted the recommendation 
of the council of the club, and have resolved to establish a ‘‘ Liverpool 
Reformers’ Union.” 

Arrengnenants have been concluded for a great musical cele- 
bration of several days’ duration, by between 3000 and 4000 members of the 
choral societies of France, at the Crystal Palace, Sydenham, in June next. 

Mr. Holmes, of Cotham, near Bristol, who gave £3000 towards 
Mr. Spurgeon’s new tabernacle when the foundation-stone was laid, has 
now sent a further donation of £2000 with the same object. 

On Friday morning Thomas Bean, brother-in-law of Mr. Darby, 
expired from the severe injuries he received at the explosion at Darby's fire- 
work factory, making the third victim. 

The Queen’s Speech on opening Parliament was transmitted to 
Paris by ae in forty-two minutes. The document was divided into 
three parts, and each part was committed to a separate wire. 

It is stated that 12,000 Europeans and 8000 sepoys—a force 
much larger than that previously expected to be sent—are to be dispatched 
from India to China. 

The increase of smallpox fin the metropolis is becoming quite 
alarming, and it has therefore been determined in many of the metropo- 
litan parishes to put the penal clauses of the Vaccination Act in force with 
the utmost rigour. 

The annual meeting of the Levenshulme (Lancashire) Mechanics’
